IS A DAY A DAY? 


. . . Author Wagner’s thesis [“Origin of 
Life, Erernrry, Sept.] is built up ably pro- 
vided certain assumptions are accepted. But 
one of these assumptions, that is, the ques- 
tion of the meaning of “day” is not discuss- 
ed except to say few scholars reject the 
“era” theory for the Genesis account. But 
the “day” translation and the interpreta- 
tion is very important to his threshold 
theory, for if the day is 24 hours long in 
Genesis 1, then man is only a day or two 
younger than the other animal creation and 
even that attractive theory becomes rather 
useless for purposes of explanation. 

If we accept the consistency of God then 
we must carefully ponder the Exodus 20:9- 
tl account, . . . for here the word day is 
used both for the short sabbath of 24 hours 
and also for the creation day. If these two 
days are not of identical length, here is the 
place to mention it. Would any human 
author use a word in two different respects 
in contiguous sentences without explana- 
tion? Then surely God would not do so.

CONVERSION, BUT HOW EARLY? 


This strikes me as an excellent article 
(“Leading the Young Child to Christ,” Nov. 
57) dealing with the subject of great con- 
cern to Christian educators. 

The author is to be commended for the 
emphasis placed on evangelism of children 
as a progressive experience with growth at 
each stage. The article is helpful in point- 
ing out that some child evangelism methods 
are unwise if not unscriptural. The differ- 
ence in the rate of development of individ- 
ual children is noted. All who read the 
article will be enlightened and enheartened. 

We can heartily agree that there are ex- 
ceptional early child experiences like Zin- 
zendorf and Jonathan Edwards, but are 
they still not exceptional? While encour- 
aging children to come to points of decision 
to Christ and while keeping the child in 
the way of salvation many of us are be- 
coming increasingly to believe that we 
must give stronger meaning and challenge 
to the command, “Believe.” 

There is also something rugged, robust 
and revolutionary in the conversions of 
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Paul and the Philippian jailor. The Gospel 
must always have a powerful spiritual and 
intellectual impact upon full-grown per- 
sonalities and mature minds. 

Perhaps some caution is needed not in 
pushing child conversion back to too early 
an age while we still use discretion in ac- 
cepting Christ’s plea, “Let the children 
come unto me.”

. . - Much that Mr. Edwards so ably ex- 
pressed regarding the assumption of “in- 
fallibility” by Fundamentalist leaders is 
long overdue. But the general impression 
of the article leaves a bit of unpleasant 
taste in my mouth. I get the impression 
that in most of the battles between the Lib- 
erals and the Fundamentalists during the 
past 40 years he believes the latter have 
been bad boys for having too many con- 
victions worth fighting for. 

. It seems to me that there is need 
of extreme caution that in our desire to 
get away from a position of arrogant su- 
periority we do not come to the modernists 
in cringing penitence for having strong 
convictions. 

Mr. Edwards’ simple doctrinal formula 
is good so far as it goes, but does it in- 
tend, by its omissions, to concede that such 
doctrines as the virgin birth and the integ- 
rity and authority of the Scriptures are 
matters of secondary importance about 
which we can disagree without loss of fel- 
lowship? 

. Of course, the theology of Barth 
and Brunner is a revolt against the liberal 
theology of the early twentieth century. Of 
course it is an improvement over the mod- 
ernism of the twenties, but I don’t believe 
it is the answer. Barth’s theology cannot be 
understood by the masses. It is theology for 
the theologians, most of whom haven’t the 
slightest idea of how to win a soul to 
Christ. 

Personally, I prefer the heart-warming 
simplicity of the Church in the first cen- 
tury as recorded in the New Testament, be- 
fore schisms and apostasy had produced the 
ferment of the third century. 

In those days of simple faith, when the 
Gospels and Epistles were accepted by the 
Church as a whole without question, we 
find the Body of Christ at the zenith of its 
power to witness and propagate. .. .

I am keenly interested in what appears 
to be a growing movement in the Christian 
church—represented in the September issue 
of Ererniry, by Paul R. Edwards’ article on 
“Fundamentalist Infallibility,” by your edi- 
torial on the IFCA, and by many other re- 
cent features. . . . 

Of primary concern is a tendency, per- 
haps, to belittle the significance of differing 
views of Scripture. The touchstone of fel- 
lowship is said no longer to be doctrinal 
but to be the acceptance of Jesus Christ as 
Lord. 

True, there is dirty bath-water which 
needs to go down the drain, but I am fear- 
ful that some proponents of this rapproach- 
ment emphasis are throwing the baby out 
with the bath. 

A particular view of Scripture may be 
a part of systematized doctrine . . . but the 
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doctrine of Scripture is uniquely important. 
This is because of the epistemological neces- 
sity of Scripture. 

Can the sinful human mind be brought 
to acknowledge Jesus Christ as Lord with- 
out the agency of Holy Scripture as wield- 
ed by the Holy Spirit? . . . The Bible 
speaks of “being born again, not of corrup- 
tible seed but of incorruptible, by the Word 
of God which liveth and abideth forever” 
(I Peter 1:23). 

A second observation has to do with the 
attitudes and methods which seem to pre- 
vail in the new movement. 

. The advocates of rapproachment are 
nearly as dogmatic, nearly as intolerant of 
those who disagree with them, and capable 
of using the method of attack and accusa- 
tion nearly as much as some of the groups 
they decry. 

Many act as though their only hope of 
success lies in attacking fundamentalism 
and dispensationalism. How much Christian 
unity is this going to produce? I doubt 
that this approach will even stimulate the 
dispassionate discussions which could be 
so profitable among men of sincere convic- 
tions.

Mr. Edwards says that “the early church, 
with the same Bible as we have, had very 
few of the answers in the third century.” 

I suggest that he restudy the New Testa- 
ment himself and note how many doctrines 
of evangelical Christianity are clearly and 
completely spelled out therein. If he has 
not done so, he will be amazed to read 
Irenaeus’ Proof of the Apostolic Preaching, 
and see what a vast body of doctrine was 
already taught, well defined, and put into 
writing by the end of the second century... . 

As to his statement that the verbal, plen- 
ary view of inspiration did not receive “any 
dominance before John Calvin in the six- 
teenth century,” Mr. Edwards is mistaken. 
The learned George Salmon presents evi- 
dence from Irenaeus in the second century, 
and from the earliest commentary on John’s 
Gospel by Heracleon. . . . 

And that it did not come from Calvin 
one may be much assured by reading one 
of the strongest defences of this view which 
has ever appeared: the papal encyclical 
Providentissimus Deus. . . . 

What we need is certainly more charity 
toward others, but more courage too, and 
thought and scholarship. The trouble with 
the fundamentalists is that they have for- 
gotten how to love, and have ceased to 
think. Why must the Grand Rapids pub- 
lishers, for instance, bring out so many re- 
prints of old evangelical literature, and so 
few new titles, except for the fact that works 
of comparable excellence are simply not 
being written? They are not being written 
because too few evangelicals are thinking 
greatly, and strongly, and courageously. 

When a man begins to feel he is losing 
a fight, he is in danger of yielding to the 
temptation to fight unfairly, to strike in- 
accurately, and to show poor sportsmanship, 
and ignoble manner, and a mean spirit. 

If fundamentalism is guilty of these things 
and is fighting by these tactics, it is time for 
her to recover her intellectual strength and 
spiritual confidence.

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CHRISTMAS CAROLS 


A teen-ager who went out on her first 


Christmas-carol sing said, “I didn’t 
know what a carol sing was, but I know 
now that it is a Christmas card that is 
walked instead of mailed and sung. in- 
stead of written—and more fun too.” 

Carol singing is probably even better 
than that. For the ratio of Christian 
Christmas cards to worldly ones is still 
small and there is real gospel in most 
of the Christmas hymns. Few people 
even realize that a carol like “It Came 
Upon the Midnight Clear,” was written 
by a Unitarian minister who wanted 
some music at Christmas which did not 
call Christ God or Savior, and which 
would yet be religious. 

This illustrates the fact that the heart 
must be in anything that is truly utter- 
ed. It is possible for an unsaved man to 
say religious words but in the judgment 
day outer darkness is reserved for those 
who did no more than say “Lord, Lord,” 
while fellowship with Christ belongs 
eternally to those who have truly sought 
to do the will of God. 

The first demand that God makes on 
any man is that he shall believe that the 
Lord Jesus Christ is the Lord God Al- 
mighty and that His death upon the 
cross was the payment of God’s love to 
God’s justice. Christ set this forth in 
answering the question of the people: 
“What must we do, to be doing the 
work of God?” They were emphasizing 
doing and working. He restored balance 
by emphasizing faith. “This is the work 
of God,” He replied, “that you believe 
in him whom he has sent” (Jn. 6:28, 
29). 

Such belief brings a song to the heart. 
In fact, it makes it impossible for the 
true believer not to sing. Even if one is 
born tone-deaf so that the sounds that 
emerge from the throat are raucous and 
discordant, the inner heart is in tune 
and the melody is heard in Heaven. 


Let those refuse to sing 
Who never knew our God; 

But children of the Heavenly King 
Must speak their joys abroad. 


So we will write them, mail them, 
walk them and sing them—and the 
greatest of these is singing them with 
our hearts. Sing! O, come all ye faithful, 
joyful and triumphant, on this silent 





night, holy night. Listen to the angels 
sing glory to the newborn king. Joy to 
the world, the Lord is come. Let noth- 
ing you dismay, remember Christ the 
Savior, was born on Christmas day to 
save us all from Satan’s power when we 
were gone astray! Oh! tidings of com- 
fort and joy! So sing in your hearts. 
And, as they would have said 300 years 
ago, God rest you merrv! 


TV SOLUTION 


A father of three, two of whom are in 
grade school, has solved the TV prob- 
lem. He knew that the TV was sapping 
the brains of his children, and he knew 
also that it had a definite pull upon 
them. At first he shut off the TV and 
would not allow the children to look at 
it except when he approved programs 
in advance. But still they were fretful 
about it. 

Finally, he hit upon a very good de- 
vice. They now earn the right to look at 
TV by reading books and reporting to 
him on what they have read. He has 
given them access to many books and 
after reading 1000 words and reporting 
to him, they get a credit which allows 
them to look at a TV program. One 
thousand words earned the right to look 
at TV for thirty minutes. 

Soon the children began to be inter- 
ested in reading for its own sake. Then 
their TV credit was raised to 2000 words 
of reading, and they did not object. In 
fact it looks as though they are ap- 
proaching the place where they will be 
more interested in reading than in TV. 

Let everyone who is training children 
realize that one of the most important 
lessons that a child can learn is to read 
for the: sake of reading. The day that a 
child voluntarily turns to a book in- 
stead of to the TV set is a red-letter day 
that takes him from among those who 
are passively entertained and puts him 
into the class of those who are learning 
to think. This path leads a child toward 
being a shepherd instead of a sheep. 


THREE PREPOSITIONS 


God is with us; God is for us; God is 
in us. If we understand the nature of 
these prepositions we shall grow in- 
deed in the graces of Christ. 

The very name of our Lord Jesus was 
Immanuel, God with us. (Isa. 8:10; 
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Matt. 1:23), The meaning of the _in- 
carnation is that the Lord came down 
from Heaven, the Word made flesh to 
dwell among us. “All we like sheep had 
gone astray; we had turned every one 
to his own way” (Isa. 53:6). This dis- 
obedience caused the loneliness that 
characterizes man and _ highlights his 
greatest need. But suddenly Christ came, 
and God was WITH us. 

Then He went to the cross and 
through the tomb, and perfect reconcila- 
tion was provided. Now, God is For us. 
He not only tells us so but adds, “If 
God be for us, who can be against us?” 
(Rom. 8:31). Here is the all-pervading, 
breath-taking statement that the Creator 
of the universe, Author of all life, is For 
us. If He had not told us this Himself, 
it would be the height of arrogance and 
presumption to think that it could be. 
But He Himself has said it, and has con- 
firmed it by explaining, “He that 
spared not his own Son, but delivered 
him up for us all; how shall he not with 
him also freely give us all things?” Re- 
joice! God is For us! 

Then He rose from the dead and 
poured out the Holy Spirit, and God 
was IN us. The Lord Jesus had an- 
nounced it, “He dwells with you and will 
be in you” (John 14:17). The day came. 
“He breathed on them and said, Receive 
the Holy Spirit” (John 20:22). Ever 
since it has always been for each and 
every believer, “Christ in you the hope 
of glory” (Col. 1:27). Rejoice! God is in 
us. 

The unbeliever should know that God 
is beside him, calling him. He should 
realize that God holds out His hand to 
him and is willing to be for him. But 
only the believer knows the fullness of 
the power of the indwelling Lord. Only 
when His presence within us becomes 
indescribably everything—life and aware- 
ness of life, and so much more—can we 
enter into the life that is to be lived 
“more abundantly” (John 10:10). 


FREUCHEN 


Peter Freuchen died recently. He had 
become famous by winning $80,000 on 
the $64,000 Question and Challenge, 
but he had a quality which can furnish 
a soul-searching question for Christians. 

Freuchen was a polar explorer. One 
of his obituaries said: “In 1912 Freu- 
chen and a friend crossed the north 
Greenland icecap. Childlike in his dar- 
ing, steel-girded in his endurance, he 
once (1923) hammered off the frozen 
toes of his left foot, hopped actively on 
a peg leg after a subsequent amputa- 
tion.” 

Let us look at the mind of such a 
man. He knew life in the north. Frozen 
toes mean gangrene and slow death, so 
he did not hesitate. He amputated the 
toes. Do we Christians have sense 
enough to do likewise? What did our

“If your right eye causes you to sin, 
pluck it out and throw it away; it is 
better that you lose one of your mem- 
bers than that your whole body be 
thrown into hell. And if your right 
hand causes you to sin, cut it off and 
throw it away; it is better that you lose 
one of your members than that your 
whole body go into hell” (Matt. 5:29, 
30)? 

Although this is figurative, the author 
of the epistle to the Hebrews writes, 
“In your struggle against sin you have 
not yet resisted to the point of shedding 
your blood” (Heb. 12:4). 

These passages show that most Chris- 
tians are soft in dealing with sin. We do 
not realize that the struggle against sin 
has eternal consequences. Especially is 
it wrong for a believer to say, lightly, 
“Well, I am saved; nothing can separate 
me from God; therefore I do not have 
to be concerned about struggling with 
sin.” Such an attitude reveals complete 
misunderstanding of the Lord’s way. 


Our great need is to live like the pil- 
grims that Scripture declares we are (I 
Pet. 2:11), on a journey, and at war 
against great forces. We must unrelent- 
ingly wrestle against the principalities 
and powers in our path (Eph. 6:12). 
We can do this with an outward calm 
that evidences inward quietness as we 
look to our Lord to furnish all strength 
at every moment; but nevertheless, there 
must be appraisal of every situation, 
calling sin by its right name, and mak- 
ing amputations necessary to the reten- 
tion of spiritual life and power. 


PRAYER AND VOW 


Anyone who is spiritually alert must 
be troubled by the tendency in the 
United States to make God a good 
American, to link Him with success in 
business and prosperity in all affairs 
that are undertaken. This is a move- 


ment back toward paganism. In _ the 
non-Christian religions the idea was 
prevalent that a god had to prove him- 
self worthy of worship by granting bless- 
ings to the worshipper. In Christianity 
God is good and God is all, even when 
the events of life seem to thwart the 
one who prays and when all the prayers 
remain unanswered. 

Sir William Ramsay, the great New 
Testament scholar, in an essay entitled, 
“The Greek of the Early Church and 
the Pagan Ritual,” points out that Paul 
had all of the Greek vocabulary of his 
day to choose from yet he deliberately 
avoided words connected with idolatrous 
practices and used other words that 
would not lead the babes in Christ to 
false worship. 

One of his paragraphs is especially il- 
luminating: “In the pagan conception, 
the relation of God and man is quite 
one of trade and business. The worship- 
per has a request to make of the god. 
He vows that if the god grants his re- 
quest he will pay the god such and 
such a requital for his gift. The prayer, 
or request for aid, is necessarily coupled 
with a vow or promise of payment. The 
two elements, prayer and vow, are 
mutually complementary, like lock and 
key: the one is useless and meaningless 
without the other; where the one is 
mentioned, the other must always be 
understood.” 

The idea of payment vanishes almost 
entirely in Christian teaching. In the 
New Testament the word vow is used 
only by Luke in the sense of a vow of 
the old type, and by James (5:15) where 
it has the sense of prayer; but the verb 
is more frequently used of prayer. 

How we can thank God that we are 
not in the darkness of paganism and 
that we know our God as the Father 
who knows nothing but our good. 
Christ did not promise His followers 
business success or bodily health. He an- 
nounced that faith would raise up foes 
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who prefers extra-large type) . . . Large, 
self-pronouncing type, well-spaced, 
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within one’s own household and that in 
this world we would have tribulation. 
He told us that we might have “tribula- 
tion, or famine, or nakedness, or peril 
or sword,” but that these would not be 
able to separate us from His love (Rom. 
8:35). 

Let us rejoice that God is not just “a 
good American,” and let us get back to 
being His subjects, in total dependence 
upon Him, and incidentally good citi- 
zens of our country. 


HUMILITY 


One of the great climactic passages of 
the New Testament is the Holy Spirit’s 
appeal to the believer to admit his own 
nothingness and take a humble place 
before God. “Let this mind be in you 
which also was in Christ Jesus,” is His 
call (Phil. 2:6), and this is followed by 
a description of the Lord’s sevenfold 
humbling of self as He took the long 
road from Heaven to the cross. 

One of the holiest men of Scotland’s 
history was Samuel Rutherford. His 
memoirs, which are among the great de- 
votional works of Christian literature, 
reveal that Rutherford was greatly oc- 
cupied with the need for humility, the 
queen of Christian graces. Following are 
sentences from this great volume: 

There is much humility in Heaven. 

The humble man lieth near God’s eye. 

Grace upon grace is for the humble. 

None can extol grace as the humble 

soul. 

The humble soul is a door neighbor 

to grace. 

Humble souls have high thoughts of 

free grace. 

The humble soul knoweth no land- 

lord but Christ. 

The humble cast their crowns before 

the throne. 

The humble cannot complain of God’s 

ways of management. 

The truly humble is the most thank- 

ful of all souls. 

All saints, truly humbled, cry up 

Christ and down themselves. 

Christ hath a napkin for the wet face 

of a humbled sinner. 

The truly humble thinks all others 

nearer God than himself. 

Christ cannot put humility lower; it 

sitteth in the dust. 

Christ and Christ only is humility’s 

title deed. 

These sentences were not only written 
but lived by Samuel Rutherford. His 
knowledge of God set him in the be- 
liever’s proper place. A friend once re- 
marked to me that he had often heard 
people pray, “Keep me humble,” but he 
had never heard anyone pray, “Lord, 
make me humble.” Perhaps we must 
realize that this is the first work of grace 
that needs to be done in our hearts. 
Lord, make us humble. 
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WE LEARN 


I smiled a tender smile as I read the 
letter from one of our radio audience 
stating that there was a problem and it 
was necessary to go back several years to 
lay the groundwork. There were other 
references to “several years ago” before 
the revelation, “in a few months I will 
be fifteen.” 


The problems of adolescence are great 
and must be considered with tenderness, 
but as we grow older we become aware 
of the fact that we learn, and that we 
change greatly. 

James Russell Lowell, home for a col- 
lege vacation, wrote to a friend, “I mean 
to read next term, if possible, a chapter 
in my Bible every night. Indeed, I mean 
to this vacation.” Two years later 
(“now that I am older’”—he was twenty) 
he was doubting the inspiration of the 
Old Testament prophets. At twenty- 
three, “I never before so clearly felt the 
spirit of God in me and around me.” 
At twenty-five, “He leadeth me in green 
pastures.” At twenty-six, “Christ has de- 
clared war against the Christianity of 
this world, and it must go down.” At 
thirty, ““The name of God is written all 
over the world in little phenomena that 
occur under our eyes every moment.” At 
thirty-nine he finds the religious press 
“a true sour-cider press with belly-ache 
privileges attached.” At fifty, “I take 
great comfort in God. I think He is 
considerably amused with us sometimes, 
but that He likes us, on the whole, and 
would not let us get at the match box 
so carelessly as He does, unless He knew 
that the frame of His universe was fire- 
proof.” At fifty-seven it was: “As I can’t 
be certain, I won’t be positive, and 
wouldn’t drop some chapters of the Old 
Testament, even, for all the science that 
ever undertook to tell me what it 
doesn’t know.” At sixty-six 


“In vain we call old notions fudge, 
And bend our conscience to our 


dealing; 
The Ten Commandments will not 
budge, 
And stealing will continue steal- 
ing.” 
I am indebted to Dr. Lawrence Nel- 
son for the above selections. They 


should make us all wiser as we see the 
reflections of the dealings of God in the 
life of one man. How wonderful it is to 
know that the Lord has promised to 
keep on with us, no matter how much 
we buck in the harness. We can agree 
with Paul who said, under the inspira- 
tion of the Holy Spirit, “And I am sure 
that he who began a good work in you 
will bring it to completion at the day 
of Jesus Christ” (Phil. 1:6 R.S.V.). A 
good prayer to be said every day is, 
“Lord, make and keep me pliable.” 
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“Un'o Him that loved us, and washed us 
from our sins in His own blood.”

LIFE AND CUSTOMS 
in Jesus’ Time 
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The Miracle of Christmas 


The birth of Christ was engulfed in 


many spectacular events. But one stands out as the 





most amazing and significant of them all.

Your salvation depends upon it. So do almost all the 

teachings of the Christian Church, all that make your 
faith effective, all that make your hope of everlasting life 
assured, all that give value to Christian love and keep it 
from being in vain. 

Lack of belief in it has caused most of the heresies and 
schisms of church history. Such denial lay at the roots of 
Gnosticism, Docetism, and Modernism, as it lies at the 
roots of what some modern theologians are saying today. 

The New Testament boldly asserts that the denial of it 
is the “spirit of antichrist,” and that he who denies it is 
an “antichrist.” 

What is it? What is this miracle of Christmas, the most 
significant of all the happenings that surrounded that great 
day? It is this: the Incarnation. 

The word “Incarnation” comes from two Latin words: 
“in” and “carne” which taken together mean “in the flesh.” 
The Incarnation was the act by which God entered human 
flesh, the moment when God became man, when He who is 
the Creator of all created for Himself a human body, when 
the Infinite was contained in the finite, when He emptied 
Himself and laid aside His glory and was born as a babe in 
Bethlehem. 

The Incarnation was the event described by the Apostle 
John: “In the beginning was the Word, and the Word was 
with God, and the Word was God . . . and the Word became 
flesh, and dwelt among us” (John 1:1, 14). 

Two things are to be clearly understood in every consid- 
eration of the Incarnation. First, the babe born in Bethle- 
hem was the eternal Son of God. He did not begin to exist 
at His birth, but had been in existence from the beginning.

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Second, the God who became man really had a human 
body. 

Some people became confused between the Virgin Birth 
and the Incarnation. But they are not the same. The Virgin 
Birth tells the time and manner of the Incarnation, but 
the Incarnation is the real miracle, the important one. 

We have had many touchstones of orthodoxy: belief in 
the Virgin Birth, belief in the deity of Christ, belief in the 
divine inspiration and authority of the Holy Scriptures. But 
the New Testament writers consider belief in the Incarna- 
tion as the touchstone of right belief. 


Written to Halt False Teaching 

No book in the New Testament is more insistent upon 
the Incarnation than the First Epistle of John. In the first 
century there was abroad a story that when the Apostle 
John touched the eternal Son of God, he put his hand in 
deep, and no pressure of flesh resisted him. Jerome says that 
these stories were current while the apostles were living and 
“the blood of Christ was still fresh in Judea.” 

It was to put a stop to these things, Clement of Alexan- 
dria relates, that the Apostle John wrote as he did in his 
First Epistle: ‘““That which was from the beginning, which 
we have heard, which we have seen with our eyes, which 
we have looked upon, and our hands have handled, of 
the Word of life . . . That which we have seen and heard 
declare we unto you” (I John 1:1,3). 

Irenaeus, early martyr-bishop of Lyons and spiritual grand- 
son of the Apostle John, says that the Apostle wrote his 
epistle to remove certain errors sown in men’s minds by 
Cerinthus, a Gnostic. Like all Gnostics, Cerinthus denied 
the Incarnation of Jesus Christ. 

Some Gnostics denied the Incarnation by saying that our 
Lord did not have a real body, that it was merely a phan- 
tom. Others denied it by splitting Jesus Christ into two 
parts. 

First, there was his body, the body of Jesus of Nazareth, 
derived by ordinary generation from Joseph and Mary, or 
Mary and some other. 

Second, there was the Christ, an emanation from God, 
sometimes described as a superior spirit being, sometimes as 
the very Son of God. This Christ came to possess the body 
of Jesus and dwelt in it, in much the same way as one 
might become possessed and indwelt by a demon or an 
evil spirit. This Christ-spirit, of course, was good, and 
possessed Jesus at His baptism, or thereabouts, and left Him 
at the cross. 

Cerinthus would have asserted his belief in the deity of 
Christ, but denied the deity of Jesus of Nazareth. He would 
have affirmed the birth of Jesus, but denied the birth of 
Christ. He would never have said that Christ was born, or 
that Jesus was the Son of God, but he would have said that 
Jesus was born, and that Christ was the Son of God. It was 
Jesus of Nazareth, not Christ, whose deity he denied. 

In answer to this heresy, John says very forcefully that 
anyone who denies the Incarnation is an antichrist. 

Are not these words too strong? Is the doctrine of the In- 
carnation really that important? 

Throughout church history, the Incarnation has been 
held as vital to Christian belief. In his Proof of the Apostolic 
Preaching Irenaeus says: “If He was not born, neither did 
He die; if He did not die, neither was He raised from the 
dead; and if He was not raised from the dead, He has not 
conquered death, nor is its reign abolished; and if death is 
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not conquered, how shall we mount up on high into life, 
being subject from the beginning to death?” 

And now in this decade a study book of the Faith and 
Life Church School curriculum of the Presbyterian Church 
U.S.A., entitled The Lord of Christian Faith and Life, re- 
ports, “He became one of our number, a member of the 
human race, so that we might enter into that fellowship 
with God which he enjoyed. He clothed himself with our 
flesh and blood, that we might be clothed with his grace. 
He, though guiltless of any sin, suffered punishment at 
the hands of evil men, so that we might not only be forgiven 
but also be delivered from the power of sin within us. He 
went down to death that we might rise with him to life 
everlasting.” 

Yet some men today, speaking of the Incarnation, mean 
almost the exact opposite to what the New Testament means 
when it says: “The Word became flesh.” There are those 
who call it “logical nonsense.” There are those who strike 
again the old Gnostic contrast between Jesus of Nazareth 
and the Christ, between the so-called “Jesus of history” 
and the so-called “Christ of faith.” They speak of Jesus as 
receiving Christ. ‘““The human Jesus does not save, but only 
the eternal Christ.” 

In a really great book on the Incarnation, God Was in 
Christ, Professor Donald Baillie, after noting how Karl 
Barth struggles with the Incarnation through eighty small- 
print pages in his Church Dogmatics, feels wont to ask: 
“It builds upon the Word of God, but does it build upon 
the Word made flesh?” 

Another prominent European theologian; now in Amer- 
ica, writes that the New Testament does not affirm that God 
became man but that “a divine being . . . appears in the 
shape of a physical man or a man in the flesh.” 


If God Didn’t Become Man 

Old-fashioned modernists were expected to deny the deity 
of Christ, but today times have changed. Men are affirming 
belief in the deity of Christ, but denying the deity of Jesus, 
denying the Incarnation, denying that God became man, 
or that He ever could or can become man, because, say 
they, the finite and the Infinite are poles apart, and never 
the twain shall meet. 

The New Testament calls this denial the spirit of anti- 
christ. And indeed it is. For to deny His Incarnation is to 
deny His deity, His own Word. It is to make God a liar. 
It is to deny His redemption and everything He was and 
came to do. It is the heresy of heresies and leads to the 
total denial of Christianity. 

If God did not become man, then Jesus Christ was not 
the God-man, and could not make atonement for sin. He 
can save, only by His moral influence, His example of 
“selfless love.” How moral an influence can-be exerted by 
one whose own words condemn Him as mistaken and a liar, 
one can judge for himself. 

And if God did not become man in Jesus Christ, because 
the Infinite can never enter the finite, no more can He en- 
ter us or regenerate us. 

To some, the so-called “New Being in Christ,” may be 
the real thing—New Testament Christianity, but others who 
use the phrase may mean merely a reorientation of the same 
old self, brought about by some psychiatric device. And 
those who hold to such a view despise and oppose the Chris- 
tian preaching of those who are in the authentic Christian

You've Neglected My People 


[ can’t understand why evangelicals, of all people, are the 
least concerned about our people—the colored race in 
the United States. 

Don’t they realize that the race problem is one of the 
most critical problems facing America today? Don’t they 
realize that the cause for all human problems—including 
the race problem—is sin? And don’t they realize that the 
cure for sin is Jesus Christ Himself? 

In spite of great handicaps the colored people of the 
United States have made tremendous progress during the 
90 years since the abolition of slavery. 

Like other colored peoples around the world ever in- 
creasing numbers are seeking better education, better jobs, 
better housing, better church buildings and better commun- 
ities. In short, they are seeking everything that makes for 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness. Perhaps no people 
have made such rapid progress in spite of the handicaps in 
such a short period. 

However, there remains very much more to be done, es- 
pecially along spiritual and gospel lines. This is of utmost

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importance and yet, sad to say, has been most neglected. 

Our colored churches have been largely taken over by 
the liberals. Many are given over to emotional disturbances. 
Various cults do a land office business among us and now 
the Roman Catholics are going all out to capture this fertile 
field for itself. 

In my own personal experience, I have found evangelicals 
to be the least concerned about this very important situation. 

Many white pastors and churches have been most diligent 
in seeking to reach the poor blacks or other heathen abroad 
and at the same time have deliberately refused to do any- 
thing about the same kind of people at home. 

Every instructed Christian knows that people who are left 
alone and not given the gospel are not only lost but become 
a menace to society. Hence, poverty and crime multiplies in 
our big northern cities where many thousands of these 
people are fleeing from the conditions in the southland. 

Colored people in Africa, South America and the West 
Indies are far better off spiritually than we are here at home. 
The reason is that white people went to these parts and 
gave them the gospel but refused to have anything to do 
with the same kind of people at home. The very sad thing 
is that this attitude is now known by people in other coun- 
tries and as a result mission fields are being closed. We have 
given the Communists all they need to use against us both 
politically and spiritually. 

What a tremendous opportunity has been lost. There 
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should have been thousands of indigenous churches among 
the colored people, sound in the faith, separated from the 
world and given over to witnessing for Christ at home and 
abroad. 


Late, But Not Too Late 


Increasingly, white Christians are becoming concerned. 
At last they are waking up to the fact that if the colored 
people are not exposed to sound Bible teaching such as 
others enjoy in Bible conferences, Bible schools, Bible camps, 
sound evangelical churches and Sunday schools and radio 
programs, they cannot become what God wants them to be. 

One Christian woman was praying earnestly for the mis- 
sionary her church had sent to Africa. “God, save the black 
man in Africa,” she pleaded. 

And yet she readily admitted that she hated black people 
at home. 

One day, as she prayed for Africa and the missionary, the 
Lord spoke to her and convicted her of this sin of hatred. 
She was changed. She began to love the colored people. Soon 
she was able to form a Bible class for colored women, in 
spite of what other white Christians advised. 

God blessed her efforts and saved first the women and 
then their husbands. Now in that part of the country at 
least five or six sound local churches have sprung up because 
of her work. 

Look at the opportunities among colored people. 

Of the sixteen million Negroes in the United States, nine 
or ten million live in the South and largely in the big cities. 
Six or seven million more are in the big cities of the North. 
Over-crowding is common. 

New York City has about one million colored, Philadel- 
phia about 400,000; Baltimore and Washington, about 500,- 
000 between them; Cleveland, over 150,000; Detroit, about 
400,000; Chicago, 750,000; Los Angeles, 250,000; and St. 
Louis, about 160,000. 

These statistics certainly furnish food for thought on the 
part of God’s people. 

Can these millions be evangelized? Perhaps. But many of 
the evangelistic campaigns are not slanted in their direction. 
In most places they are not welcome among the people of 
God. 

This is the ‘underlying cause for the condition of the 
colored people. And it is plainly an evangelical problem. 

Why should Christianity break down when it meets people 
of another color? Does God love these people? Did Christ 
die for them? Does it please Him that they are scorned and 
passed by? Can God afford to give us the revival we need 
in our time with such a condition among us? 


What Is the Cause? 


Why have evangelicals so separated themselves from the 
colored race? 

It must be because of sin. 

Sin is the great cause of separation in the Bible. It 
separated man from God and man from man. The real and 
only remedy is the gospel of Christ. The gospel brings 
man back to God and back to one another. 

God's love is shed abroad in our hearts by the Spirit. 
Then we learn to love God and also love people regardless 
of race or color. In fact, the greater the variety the greater 
is the opportunity for the display of divine love. 
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This love of God enables a Jew to love a Gentile and a 
Gentile to love a Jew. The red man will love the yellow 
man and the white man will love the brown or black man. 
In short, God’s people are taught of God to love one an- 
other. A rich Christian will love a poor Christian, an edu- 
cated Christian will love and help one who is unlearned. 

A revival of love to God and Christ in our churches is 
the first step to the solution of our problems. 

The second step is humility—the removal of pride. Ac- 
cording to an old saint, there are four kinds of pride: pride 
of face, pride of place, pride of race and pride of grace. 

But the example of the Lord is that He washed His dis- 
ciples’ feet. He said, “Learn of me, for I am meek and 
lowly in heart and ye shall find rest to your souls.” 

As a sure cure for national problems, God gave this 
formula in the Old Testament, “If my people who are 
called by my name shall humble themselves and pray and 
seek my face, and turn from their wicked ways, then will I 
hear from heaven and forgive their sin and heal their 
land.” Such blessing will extend to all elements of our 
people and to the nations and races of the world. 

Pride of race and hatred have always existed among sin- 
ners and is one of the signs of the times. However, it has 
no place among God’s people who are members of Christ's 
body, of His flesh and of His bones and members one of 
another. 

The more than sixteen million colored people in the 
United States cry out for evangelicals to forget their pride 
and hatred and to remember, “By this shall all men know 
that ye are my disciples, if ye have love one for another.” 

As evangelicals, we cannot afford to neglect the potential 
of the colored man any longer. Christ is the sufficient and 
only answer. 








In Live Longer and Enjoy It, Dr. Peter Steinchron points out how much 
punishment the human body can survive. An average man can get 
along without his gall bladder, spleen, tonsils, and appendix; can 
survive the loss of one of his two kidneys, one of his two lungs, two 
of his four or five quarts of blood, two-fifths of his liver, mos? of his 
stomach, four of his twenty-three feet of small intestine, and half of 
his brain. But the day will come when he will die and if he has gotten 
along without the Lord Jesus Christ as Savior, he will be forced to 
go into outer darkness forever.

Have you been satisfied with correct answers 
to “pat” questions? Here is how you can gain 
real results in pupils’ lives. 


(Treacher of God’s Word, are you content with the results 
of your teaching that you have seen this past year? Are 
you teaching for results? What results are you working for? 
“I have faithfully explained the truth of Scripture each 
week,” you may answer. “Can't I leave the results with the 
Lord? Hasn’t He promised to prosper His Word?” 

How thankful we are that His gracious Holy Spirit does 
the inner work in each life that no human being can do! 
But are we working with the Spirit? Are we doing the part 
that a human being can do? In our handling of God’s Word, 
is it proving to be the.dynamite of God, a sharp sword, a 
hammer, fire? Are we continually seeing lives changed and 
transformed? Are pupils asking questions about eternal life? 

Or are we content to help our pupils understand the 
fundamental doctrines and get them to repeat the memory 
verses back to us? The Lord Jesus in His earthly ministry 
didn’t ask people to repeat to Him what He told them. Yet 
most of our Sunday School lessons begin with the question, 
“What did we have last Sunday?” In half of the incidents 
in the Gospels, the pupils themselves started the lessons 
with their own needs and problems. On most of the other 
occasions Christ started the lessons on a very personal basis. 

And what results did He get? People believed, they were 
amazed, they followed Him, they spread abroad His fame, 
they glorified God, they questioned, they worshiped. Are 
our pupils doing these things? 

Are these the things we are definitely working for, or do 
we expect them to come automatically as a result of speak- 
ing scriptural facts? There is enough scriptural truth abroad 
to convert the world, but the world is not being converted. 
Every Sunday we are exposing many people to Bible doc- 
trine, but many of these people are not being changed. 


They are not multiplying themselves. Converts are not be- 
coming disciples. Some of them are even being bored and 
hardened by the truth! Even the truth of God, we must 
admit, as we pray fervently that the Lord will strengthen 
the teaching ministry of His church. Many of the people 
who hold correct doctrine have not translated the truth 
into life. 

Is that our fault as teachers? To a large extent it is. It 
is easier and more natural for us to gear our procedures to 
the teaching of facts than to the changing of lives. The be- 
ginning, middle, and end of our teaching is facts. We can 
prepare them and present them without considering our 
pupils. Notice the place of truth in the greatest lesson plan 
that was ever written—in only nine words! Christ Jesus 
said, “I am the way, the truth, and the life” (John 14:6). 
What is the place of facts in this pattern par excellence? 
Between “the way” and “the life.” Pupils want to know the 
way to heaven, the way to be happy, the way to succeed, 
the way to solve their problems, the way to meet their 
needs. The goal of existence is more than truth, it is essen- 
tially Lire. Christ said, “I am come that they might have 
life, and that they might have it more abundantly” (John 
10:10). 

Our aim in teaching is LIFE, eternal life, fullness of life. 
Our classrooms ought to pulsate with life. Our teaching 
ought to result in changes in life continually. Our methods 
ought to be patterns for living. 

What is the source of life? Christ is LIFE, THE LIFE. In the 
Bible we have the words. of life. We may even teach the 
words of life without getting through the printed symbols 
to the Person who is Himself tire. Printed letters on a 
sheet of paper, even on a page of the Bible, do not consti- 
tute life. God has given the inscripturated Book to reveal 
Himself, a Person. Are our pupils getting through the writ- 
ten word to the Living Word? Are they having personal 
dealings with the Lord of life? When we study printed 
words, are we conscious that He is there in our midst? 

Many teachers work as if the first and great command- 
ment were, “Thou shalt know the facts of the Scriptures 
with all thy mind.” Why is the first commandment, “Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with 
all thy soul, and with all thy mind” (Matt. 22:37)? What

is the relation between knowing and loving? Knowing is 
absolutely essential for loving, but we know much that we 
do not love. Knowledge does not automatically result in 
loving, or in doing. What kind of church would your church 
be if everyone in it loved the Lord with all his heart? Yet 
how many of them can quote this Bible verse? Which kind 
of church would your church be if everyone practiced in 
his daily living all the truth of God that he understands? 

When we begin to talk about life in our classrooms, we 
realize that life must first of all radiate from us, the teach- 
ers. The life of Christ Himself must be manifest in our 
mortal flesh—must be manifest outwardly to our pupils in 
ways that they see and appreciate. They must feel through 
us His compassion, His personal love, His continual inter- 
cession. Unless the fruits of the Spirit abound in us, our 
words will be in vain. Unless the pupils see His grace in 
us, they will not be drawn to Him. Unless they see His 
resurrection life, they won’t seriously discuss the death of 
the self-life. Are we satisfied with the quality of eternal life 
that we are experiencing right now? 

How much of our whole being is comprehended by the 
term LIFE? How much of us is involved in life? If we are 
going to teach for results in life, we will have to involve the 
whole of life in our teaching. Not just our pupils’ minds. 
We will have to launch out into new depths in our exper- 
ience and in our teaching. We will have to leave the shal- 
low shore where wading was child’s play and swim into the 
current of God’s great purpose for a lost world. We will 
have to leave behind the superficial preparation that we 
used to make on Saturday night and face the cross-currents 
of our pupils’ self-will and self-interest. When we begin to 
struggle with the opposing forces of eternal death and in- 
vade the devil’s territory, we will begin to know in experi- 
ence what life means. 

In the past we have not had sufficient depth in our teach- 
ing to produce spiritual results. We have operated mostly 
at the sub-Christian level of rote memorization instead of 
memorization by heart and life. Now we will try to chal- 
lenge genuine thinking on the part of the pupils, we will 
bring them up to decisions of the will, and we will stimu- 
late the right kind of emotions. Even the body cannot be 
neglected, for any weakness has its effect upon the whole 
being. 

Strange as it may seem, the teachers are the ones who 
have been doing most of the learning in our Bible schools. 
They would get discouraged more often had they not been 
getting something themselves. They do the studying of the 
lesson and they bestir themselves to express in class what 
they have studied. They get what activity there is, and 
therefore they get the benefits of the lesson. 

But why do teachers teach? What are the pupils learning 
while the teachers are “teaching”? If pupils have been 
trained to be polite, their thoughts go underground to solve 
their own personal needs and problems that are always 
pressing. If they’re not polite, they show signs of listlessness 
which may even burst out into activities of their own devis- 
ing. For the human creature abhors inactivity. 

When a teacher asks the question, “How can I help 
pupils to learn?” he is standing at the portal of an open 
door through which exciting adventure awaits him. If he 
has courage to learn to teach rather than being a poor lay 
preacher who was never trained to preach, glorious ex- 
periences are in store for him. 
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pupils’ needs pupils’ obedience 

Operating at the level of life, the Christian teacher will 
start with the pupil in his daily life situations, lead him 
through the written Scriptures to the Living Christ, then 
back into daily living in obedience to the Scriptures. The 
teacher should be expert in dealing with people as well as 
with the Word of God, for he is continually introducing 
people to the Savior, who seeks to control their lives. His 
business is to help people see why they need the Lord, help 
them discover in the Word how He can solve their prob- 
lems, and then help them to appropriate His life in daily 
living. He works with the Spirit of God, whose peculiar 
ministry it is to take the outer Word of God and make it 
an inner experience for each pupil. 

If we are going to effect permanent changes in people, 
we shall have to start where the changes are needed, with 
the people themselves. We shall have to tap their current 
world, their world of home and school and office and rec- 
reation. We shall have to take time to feel as they feel, see 
as they see, walk in their shoes. Have you ever put yourself 
in the place of your pupils to see how the Sunday School 
hour looks to them? Not from the viewpoint of a teacher 
who has been called to teach, but from the viewpoint of 
that wide-awake boy who can explore the contents of his 
pocket, punch the boy next to him, swap treasures with 
him, and still tell you what you have said? What is close to 
that boy’s heart? How can you touch him down deep in his 
most vulnerable spot? How can you harness his energy for 
the Lord?

The Little Sister of the Bride 


What about those in the family of God who are not 


spiritually mature? We have the assurance that God is interested 


n the hearts of Christians the world over, there are heart- 

aches. Not the least of these is that intense yearning over 
someone, a very precious someone, who is lagging in the 
Christian walk; someone who confesses to being truly born 
again but shows little or no evidence of the supernatural 
power of Christ in his life. 

Of all the poignantly touching moments in the scenes 
of fellowship between the bride and the Bridegroom in 
the Song of Solomon, perhaps the most practical and most 
comforting is the one in which the bride pours out to her 
Bridegroom the long-pent-up torrent of apprehension about 
her poor, immature “little sister” (Song of Sol. 8:8). 

Unspoken of, but still dramatically vivid to even a mild 
imagination, are the many family conferences that must have 
been held through the long agonizing years since it began 
to be apparent that “little sister’ was not developing 
normally. 

All too easily we can picture thousands upon thousands 
of mothers on their knees interceding for backslidden sons 
or daughters; wives turning wistful yearning eyes on hus- 
bands who still lie asleep when mother and children are 
ready for church; husbands who long to share deep, serious 
thoughts of God and cannot because trivial, world-loving 
wives “cannot bear them now” (John 16:12). 

The “little sisters” are an innumerable company. They 
are in the family of God, but they are not spiritually ma- 
ture. They show little or no Christian growth. And the 
anxiety of the bride over them increases as she becomes 
aware that marriage time is fast approaching, the “day that 
she shall be spoken for,” the “marriage of the Lamb.” 

The bride realizes that the beloved little one cannot or 
will not do anything about the situation herself. “What 
shall we do for her?” she asks; recognizing, too, that there 
is a certain responsibilty toward her that rests with those 
who love her. 

For those who bear on their hearts such a “sister,” a 
brother, son, wife, or husband, as the case may be, the 
Word gives immediate comfort and assurance. 

First, notice that the bride dares to take for granted her 
Bridegroom’s interest and concern. She does not doubt for 
a moment that it is as deep as her own. They are one in 
caring. 

Then after the heartache is expressed, the bride feels 
no further anxiety. She has left the matter with Him, and

His assurance that something shall be done about it is quite 
enough for her. She does not mention it again. 

The Bridegroom does not disappoint her trust in Him. 
His solution is more than adequate to calm her fears and 
put her at rest. 

He classifies all “little sisters” in two groups. They are 
either “walls” or “doors.” 

Now, doors are quite unstable; they swing back and 
forth. That is their nature. They have the instability of 
childhood, as Paul refers to it in his letter to the Ephesians 
(4:14). 

Walls are stable, settled. They are built to “stay put.” 
They have two sides, just as doors do, one toward those 
within, and one toward the world without. The very in- 
constancy of a door may allow the world to creep in; not so 
a wall. 

Still, enemies have been known to scale walls that are 
unguarded. That has always been a cause for apprehension. 

But hear what the Bridegroom proposes. This “wall” 
that is so precious to Him and to His bride will not remain 
unguarded. His purpose is to build upon it a palace. And 
not just any ordinary palace; it is to be of silver; that is, in 
Bible typology, redemption. 

And who will live in the palace to be a guard for the 
wall? Who does live in a palace but a king? What king will 
live in this palace but Himself, King of kings and Lord of 
lords? 

Notice, too, that He says, “we” will build it. Yes, but 
the bride knows very well that it must really be all His 
doing, for has she not tried to accomplish something like 
that for years, and failed? She has learned that when He 
says “we” He says it as He did to Philip, to prove him; for 
“He Himself knew what He would do” (John 6:5, 6). It 
means very nearly what a mother means when she says, 
“Come now, sonny, we are going down town and buy you 
a new suit.” All that sonny needs to do is cooperate. The 
bride has found that “his yoke is easy and his burden is 
light” (Matt. 11:28, 30). The whole responsibility is His. 
“He leadeth me in the paths of righteousness for his name’s 
sake” (Ps. 23:3). He must do it; for His own reputation is 
at stake. 

Now, all this takes place in case the “little sister” is a 
“wall,” solid, immovable. Don’t we all know human beings 
like that? Only we call them “stubborn.” 

But some “little sisters” are not walls at all. They are 
inconstant, undependable, erratic, irresponsible even to 
the point of being wayward.

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PW ithin the Roman Catholic Church Mariology has been 

rapidly attracting world-wide attention. Many shrines 
have been established. Alleged miracles have reaped wide 
publicity. Numerous books and articles have stressed the 
significance of Mary in the modern world. And the Virgin 
of Fatima has been intensely promoted as the protectress 
of Christendom against Communism. The recent promulga- 
tion of the doctrine of the assumption of the Virgin has 
augmented Mary’s theological status, and the much-dis- 
cussed doctrine of Mary as co-redemptrix with Jesus Christ 
seems to be gaining in influence within the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

Protestants have discussed this development in Mariology 
primarily in terms of its theological implications. But they 
haven't observed the broader cultural implications. 

To understand and more fully appreciate what is hap- 
pening within the Roman Church, this extraordinary em- 
phasis upon Mary must be seen in the light of anthropology. 


Mary Lives, but Christ Continues Dying 
Increasing attention upon Mary results almost inevitably 
from making Christ less and less attractive to the people. 


18 Grace is an attitude of God followed by an activity of God. 
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Christ is not portrayed as a victorious “culture hero” (to 
use purely anthropological terms), but rather as a defeated, 
dying victim. Such a Christ produces feelings of pity and 
compassion, not confidence and hope. 

Christ on the cross reminds the sinner of his sins, but this 
symbol is not enough to make the average person want to 
identify himself with the suffering Savior. Contemplation 
of the dying Christ, while eliciting strong emotional feel- 
ings, tends to drain one of nervous energy. 

Contrast this portrait of the dying Christ with the picture 
of the radiantly beautiful Mary, the benevolent person who 
is always accessible and always giving. 

It is Mary who has compassion for the multitude; and it 
is the contemplation of this symbol which brings reassur- 
ance and a sense of hope and well-being. As the mediatrix 
between the worshiper and Christ or God, she becomes 
the giver of life, the source of health, and the means of 
power. As a result, the center of worship in the Roman- 
church easily shifts from Christ to Mary, for people prefer 
to identify themselves with a living Mary rather than with 
a dying Christ. 

This contrast between death and life has been further

stressed in the Roman development of the mass. In its early 
New Testament form, the mass reflected the covenant meal 
of the Old Testament, but during the first few centuries it 
became in many aspects almost totally assimilated to the 
fertility cult rites of the mystic religions. Whether reflecting 
the rites of Eleusis, Isis, Osiris, or those which centered in 
the cult of Astarte, the same dominant principle prevailed— 
the dying god-son raised to life through the principle of 
female productivity. 

As the mass developed, it became no longer a commem- 
orative feast, but a miraculous re-enactment of the shed- 
ding of blood. The worshiper was not reminded simply of 
what Christ had done (the fact that Christ died and rose 
again), but rather that He was constantly dying for the 
people, and that they partook of His very body and blood, 
whether directly or in the person of the priest. This symbol 
reinforced their equation of Christ with death, and not 
with life. 

The emotional unattractiveness of this procedure left a 
spiritual and psychological void. And this void was filled by 
the symbol of the Virgin—readily borrowed from the pagan 
mystery religions and taken over with very little adaptation 
but with some theological polishing into the practices of 
the church. 


What This Means in a Latin Culture 

The fact that the symbol of the suffering, dying Christ 
was gradually replaced by the loving, living Mary is only 
part of the story—particularly for Latin America. There the 
developments have an even deeper significance. 

In the Ibero-American culture (excluding the Indian ele- 
ments) the church and the society seem to fit like a glove 
on a hand. And this is understandable since the glove and 
the hand “grew up together.” The Latin culture has been 
produced largely by the teaching of the church, and the 
church has adapted itself to special Latin characteristics. 

Underlying this close relationship between the Roman 
church and Latin American society are three factors. 

1) Latin American culture is female-oriented. By this we 
do not mean to imply that this orientation is the only or 
even the dominant one. But in contrast with other cultures 
which may be described as sex-oriented, certainly Latin 
American culture shows a dominant tendency toward fe- 
male orientation. 

In the culture of the United States, as well as that of an- 
cient Greece, the dominant element seems to be more a 
matter of sex itself than of interest in the female. These 
differences may be noted in such characteristics as (1) less 
homosexuality than in our own culture, (2) more overt at- 
tention paid to sex characteristics of females, and (3) great- 
er concentration of interest in eliciting female response 
than in simply gratifying sexual drives. Furthermore, the 
greater distinctiveness in male and female roles tends to 
re-enforce the female-oriented nature of Latin society. 

2) In Latin American society the mother is the emotional 
center of the family. The father is more or less expected to 
have extramarital relations—whether with prostitutes or 
mistresses. In fact, in some regions of Latin America the 
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number and quality of one’s mistresses is a more decisive 
factor in gaining prestige than the number of cars one 
owns. Since the father is expected to have divided loyalties 
and to possess other emotional attachments, the children 
feel greater emotional attachment to the mother, even 
though they may deeply respect the father. 

Certainly not all Latin American men engage in extra- 
marital affairs. Some are very faithful to their families, es- 
pecially some in the middle and lower income groups. How- 
ever, the general attitude is that, if such men become un- 
faithful, they are not to be too severely condemned. Fur- 
thermore, the wife is supposed to be more or less tolerant 
toward such affairs and to accept the fact of competition 
with equanimity. 

A more or less natural consequence of the mother’s role 
as bestower of benefits is that she continues to function 
that way as her children grow. Rather than being the direct 
source of help, she becomes the intercessor of the children 
with the_less approachable father. In fact, fathers are sup- 
posed to be somewhat standoffish and mothers are supposed 
to be more indulgent. 

Hence, the “myth” or the reality of the more distant 
father and the interceding mother becomes a cultural frame- 
work in which the concept of an exacting God and a ben- 
evolent Mary can have meaning. 

3) The wife’s status in an outwardly monogamist society 
is maintained by the church which denies the validity of 
divorce. In fact, in some Latin American countries the Ro- 
man church has had such influence that there is no way a 
person can obtain a legal divorce. 

The threat of excommunication is held against divorcees, 
but not against mistresses and adulterers. And thus, the 
status of the wife is maintained. 

Quite understandingly, the wife and mother seeks to re- 
enforce the authority of the church. As the faithful, inter- 
ceding mother, she identifies herself with the Virgin and 
finds her confidence in the strength of the one institution 
which maintains her status and seems to defend her role. 

Not only do women find in Mary a cultural type with 
which they may identify themselves, but many men, wheth- 
er consciously or unconsciously, tend to transfer their feel- 
ings of dependence upon their mother to worship of the 
Virgin Mother. 

Loyalty to the Virgin then comes not so much from 
church instruction as it does from the underlying patterns 
in Latin life. This may be the principal reason why the 
Roman church continues to be so strong, despite the strong 
liberal and intellectual movements in Latin America. 

Time and again, the Jesuits have been forced out of var- 
ious countries. In many areas there are strong anti-clerical 
movements. But despite all of this, devotion to the Virgin 
continues as an unconscious symbol of the life of the Latin 
people. 

For each country or principal region of Latin America 
there is a patron Virgin. Though individual areas may also 
have patron saints, the overruling attachment is to the 
Virgin.

has created substitutes for Jesus Christ on our two most 
important Christian days?”

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Tax Deductions, 
the Lord’s Money 
and YOU 


By WILLIAM THORN 


Fev Christians realize how the United 

States government encourages giving 
to the Lord’s work. Actually, in some 
cases the laws permit you to save more 
money by giving it away than you could 
save by banking it. 

Not to realize the tax deductions pos- 
sible by giving to the Lord’s work may 
actually amount to reckless squandering 
or at best poor stewardship of the funds 
the Lord has given to you. 

in this article it would be impossible 
to consider all the qualifications and ex- 
ceptions concerning federal tax deduc- 
tions. The federal tax laws dealing 
with deductions for contributions and 
transfers to charitable organizations are 
often complicated. As a result, be sure 
to consult a qualified advisor regarding 
your own particular circumstances to 
make sure that you comply in your de- 
ductions with all the legal requirements. 

For your charitable contributions act- 
ually paid during the past year, you 
can deduct up to 20 per cent of your 
adjusted gross income in computing your 
taxable income. 

But in addition to that, you are en- 
titled to deduct up to an additional ten 
per cent of your adjusted gross income 
for contributions to any of four types 
of organizations. These four are church- 
es, conventions or associations of church- 
es, educational organizations of hospi- 
tals. 

In other words, if you give at least 
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ten per cent to one of these four types 
of organizations, you can deduct up to 
30 per cent for your total contributions. 

Ordinarily, when you think of contri- 
butions, you think of cash. But contri- 
butions of property other than money 
are also deductible. For contributions of 
property, you can deduct the fair market 
value of the property at the time you 
gave it. 

Property, of course, includes both real 
and personal property, tangible and in- 
tangible property, in which you have a 
beneficial interest. 

Which is it wiser to give—property or 
the proceeds from the sale of property? 
It is better to contribute the property. 
And here’s why. If you sell the property, 
you realize a gain which is subject to 
income tax; but if you contribute the 
property itself, you get a deduction as a 
charitable contribution for the fair mar- 
ket value of the property. 

Let’s take an example. 

Suppose you have ten shares of XYZ 
Company stock. You purchased them 
three years ago at $21 a share and now 
the current market value is $51 a share. 
If you sold the stock, you would have to 
report a gain of $30 per share or $300 
for income tax purposes. However, if 
instead of selling it, you give the stock 
to an organization such as The Evangel- 
ical Foundation, you get a deduction for 
a $510 charitable contribution and there 
is no taxable gain on the transaction. 

Actually according to law, you can 
give less than your entire interest in a 
property and still obtain a deduction. 

For instance, you may have property 
from which you need the income dur-

ing your lifetime. However, at your 
death you might like to see it go to 
some organization engaged in the Lord’s 
work. 

If you make an immediate transfer of 
the property to this Christian organiza- 
tion, you could obtain an immediate 
charitable deduction for income tax pur- 
poses even though you retain a life estate 
on the property. If it is real estate, you 
could reserve the right to occupy the 
property or collect rent from it as long 
as you live and still get a deduction for 
the present value of the remainder in- 
terest which goes to the Christian or- 
ganization. How much you are entitled 
to deduct is determined according to the 
mortality tables issued by the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue. 

To illustrate this, let’s use another ex- 
ample. 

Suppose you are now 63 years old and 
have some property worth $10,000. You 
would like to contribute this property 
to a Christian organization right now 
with the provision that the organization 
would not take actual possession of the 
property until your death. How much 
would the government allow you to de- 
duct? According to present regulations 
you could deduct $6,408.90 for income 
tax purposes as soon as the papers are 
signed. 

Or you could contribute appreciated 
property to a tax-exempt trust to avoid 
tax on capital gain. Then the trust could 
sell it, reinvest the proceeds and pay 
you the income from the new invest- 
ment. 

'‘Here’s another aspect of contributing 
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It is possible for you to give an un- 
divided fractional interest in your prop- 
erty to a Christian organization and ob- 
tain a deduction for the value of such 
interest. For instance if you had a tract 
of land, you might desire to contribute 
a few acres of it each year—enough so 
that you do not exceed the 30 per cent 
limitation in any year. In this way, you 
might obtain a deduction for contribu- 
tions which otherwise might exceed the 
legal maximum by spreading out the 
gift over several years. 

Can you deduct for service you con- 
tributed to your church or an exempt 
Christian organization? Of course not, 
but you can deduct expenses incurred 
in behalf of such an organization, if the 
expenses are not deductible. This in- 
cludes traveling expenses. 

If you make a charitable organization 
the irrevocable beneficiary of a life in- 
surance policy, the law allows you to 
deduct your insurance premiums from 
your adjusted gross income. 

The various possibilities of saving 
taxes legitimately and thereby increasing 
the funds available for the Lord’s work 
are limited only by the imagination of 
the tax advisor. 

In one actual case, a taxpayer named 
Fair got a deduction for $70,000 for a 
contribution of the air space over his 
office building. How did he do it? He 
transferred to a charitable foundation 
the right to build a five-story office build- 
ing on top of the two-story structure al- 
ready erected on the lot. The local real 
estate board appraised the air rights 
at more than $81,000. 

The situation was unusual because 
the structure erected on the lot was new 
and its foundation had been built to 
hold additional stories. But it does il- 
lustrate the legitimate ways in which 
money can be kept for charitable pur- 
poses with the blessing of the courts. 

Here’s another unusual situation. The 
Internal Revenue Code treats certain 
stock redemptions as equivalent to divi- 
dends and consequently taxable as or- 
dinary income. In this case, a taxpayer 
in the 80 per cent bracket who received 
$30,000 for such a stock redemption 
would end up with only $6,000 after 
paying taxes on it. 

If the taxpayer gave the same stock to 
a foundation he would get an income 
tax deduction for $30,000 and that would 
reduce his income tax by $24,000. There- 
fore, he ends up with $18,000 more by 
giving the stock away than he would 
have if the stock were redeemed. 

Admittedly, the latter two situations 
are unusual. But many Christians could 
give much more to the Lord’s work if 
they did some thinking or had someone 
do some thinking for them. No one sin- 
gle group is benefited more by deduc- 
tions for charitable contributions than 
the Lord’s people.

The Apostle Paul gathers up all his doctrinal disserta- 
tions, logic, teaching and admonitions of this epistle in 
one, dynamic punch line, “Ye know what manner of men 
we were among you!” This is Christianity condensed and 
illustrated. Making no excuse of nervous strain, overwork, 
personality clashes or idiosyncrasies, this missionary hero 
condensed the gospel into exemplary daily living. 

This tremendous testimony challenges us with a ques- 
tion. Not, “What are your beliefs?” but, “How are you 
living?” The church of Jesus Christ today is actually re- 
duced to those whose manner of life is commensurate with 
their doctrinal beliefs and Christian ideals. Those few in- 
dividuals measuring up to this standard are making an im- 
pact for God in the world today. 

Psychologist William James was once asked, “What is 
Christianity?” Pondering a moment he replied, “Phillips 
Brooks.” For him, Christianity was condensed to the life wit- 
ness of this great preacher. How many of us would care to 
have our lives so evaluated? 

Any group is judged not so much by its beliefs as by 
its personalities. Only a few political “eggheads” ever read 
the entire platform of a great political party, but everyone 
watches the leading candidates for office. Likewise, not many 
will be won to Christ studying doctrine, church creeds and 
history, yet many search for practical illustrations of these 
among their acquaintances. Paul himself was the gospel at- 
traction in Thessalonica. Can the same be said of you in 
your social group? 

We are not called to systematize spirituality .nto strait- 
jackets of our own concepts and ideas but to express our 
faith in unmistakable terms in a manner of life. Two re- 
vivals a year are a waste of time and sacred funds if the 
church leaders and members are not getting along together! 
People see Christianity condensed. Let us be less concerned 
with the impression we make; it is the manner of life we 
maintain that counts!

Mormons Accelerate Activities, Invade Florida by Land Purchases 


Trouble Brews in China over Roman Catholic Loyalties 


BRITISH ACCENT IN MALAYA 


The British Empire took another long 
step towards its own liquidation when 
independence was granted recently to 
the Federation of Malaya. The new state 
will be governed by a theoretically auto- 
cratic “Paramount Ruler,” but, like 
Queen Elizabeth, he will have little pow- 
er of his own. He will rule only through 
democratically chosen ministers. 

The Malayans have further watered 
down the monarchy in an interesting 
way. The new “king” will reign for only 
five years, then pass on_the honors of his 
office to another hereditary local prince 
who will hold them on the same terms. 
Along with the life-time tenure of the 
crown, they might well have abandoned 
another obsolete monarchical concept: 
the establishment of religion. Thev 
didn’t do so, but merely transferred its 
benefits to Mohammedanism. 

Many English Christians will shudder 
to think of their government and its 
Queen, “Defender of the Faith,” assist- 
ing at the launching of a supposedly 
modern democratic ship of state which 
has anti-Christianity as its official creed. 

The Malayans, like the British, will 
find some silly paradoxes. The governor 
of the State of Malacca, one of the fed- 
eration, is a Roman Catholic. Presum- 
ably, he will be as well qualified to de- 
fend Islam as are the various Presby- 
terians, Methodists, Roman Catholics 
and unbelievers in Parliament to pre- 
scribe the text of the Anglican Prayer- 
book. 


COMPETITION IN AFRICA 


Bishop Fulton J. Sheen, director of 
the Roman Catholic Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith, recently told 
605 religious and lay missionaries that 
“the future continent of the world is 
Africa” and that “what is important— 
the only thing that matters—is the 
Faith.” Of course, he referred to the 
Roman Catholic faith. 

Today four faiths are competing for 
the soul of Africa. Protestants, Moslems 
and Communists direct strong appeals 
to Africans. Roman Catholics are more 
inclined to address the rulers of these 
people, or those who will rule them 
when their independence is obtained. 
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Thus, last month, the Pope received the 
Paramount Chieftainess of Basutoland 
and her retinue of minor chiefs. “Eco- 
nomic evolution” he said, is exposing 
the people to “unhealthy influences.” 
He offered a “Revelation” that would 
“light the way for leaders.” 

The appeal of Roman Catholicism to 
rulers as such was more frankly made 
during September by Douglas Woodruff, 
editor of the Tablet, leading Roman 
Catholic newspaper of Great Britain. He 
insists that his religion, more than others, 
will help them keep their people in 
subjection. 

“Protestant missionaries,” he says, 
“often seem to local rulers too ready to 
identify Christianity with democracy. 
The Catholic Church has never been 
tempted to such identification.” The 
Church of Rome, Woodruff continues, 
has a “stricter doctrinal structure .. . 
making them (the people) disciplined 
and respectful to authority in a way 
that will commend it to wise rulers.” 


FLORIDA INVADED 


Florida is the latest to feel the effects 
of accelerated cult activities. Recently, 
with the purchase of the famous Keene 
Ranch, the Church of Jesus Christ Lat- 
ter Day Saints, better known as the 
Mormons, made public their huge land 
holdings in that state. The 40,000-acre 
Keene ranch was purchased by the Or- 
lando Livestock Company for between 
$3- and $4,000,000 cash. Henry D. Moyle, 
head of the project, a member of the 
livestock firm and one of the twelve 
apostles of the Mormon church, spear- 
headed this latest Mormon expansion. 

With the purchase of the Keene Ranch 
the Mormon holdings in the State of 
Florida increased to 260,000 acres in 
three counties. On this property the 
Mormons have built some 200 miles of 
road. The Mormons have improved 
27,000 acres with pasture, and have set 
a goal of 50,000 acres by 1958, a formid- 
able investment indeed. 

In keeping with the historic position 
of the Mormon church to infiltrate and 
expand with as little advertisement as 
possible, the Florida coup was a well- 
kept secret until the Orlando Sentinel 
of September 21 broke the Keene Ranch 
purchase. Mirroring the Mormon posi- 


tion, the Sentinel quoted Dave Hawkins, 
assistant to Leo Ellsworth, multimillion- 
aire farmer from Arizona and manager 
of the Florida properties, who said: “I 
don’t think the Church wants to hide 
this any longer.” 

In addition to the Mormon activities 
in Florida, they have in the last five 
years built three churches in the New 
York metropolitan area and have acceler- 
ated their propaganda and missionary 
program in the eastern seaboard of the 
United States. 

The rise of the cults is a pointed re- 
minder to the Church of Jesus Christ 
that “in the last days perilous times 
shall come” and the Christian is to be 
ever vigilant in both the proclamation 
of the gospel and its effective defense 
(Jude 3). 


IVCF CONVENTION 


Inter-Varsity Christian Fellowship will 
hold its fifth triennial international 
missionary convention at the University 
of Ill, Dec. 27-31. 

General Secretary C. Stacey Woods says 
2,500 students from the United States, 
Canada and overseas are expected to at- 
tend. Missionary leaders from more than 
sixty boards will take part. 

Speakers include Dr. Billy Graham; 
Dr. Harold J. Ockenga of Boston’s Park 
Street Church; Dr. Donald Grey Barn- 
house; and Dr. Kenneth Strachan, Gen- 
eral Director, Latin America Mission. 
From overseas will come Dr. Masumi 
Toyotome, International Christian Uni- 
versity, Tokyo, and the Rev. Israel Gar- 
cia, Latin American evangelist. 

The theme of this year’s gathering is, 
“Ore Lord—One Church—One World.” 


REDS VERSUS BLACKS 

In the State of Kerala in India, vio- 
lence has broken out because the Com- 
munist-dominated government wants to 
regulate private schools there. Roman 
Catholics objected and five thousand 
blue-coated students marched in the 
streets to protest, carrying black flags. 
The black flag is the historic emblem of 
piracy and later was adopted by anar- 
chist groups. 

A group of Communists then marched 
out carrying red flags. The Reds seem 
to have won over the Blacks. One Ro- 
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man Catholic layman is dead, another 
badly injured, and thirteen priests have 
been beaten up. 

The Auxiliary Bishop of Washington, 
D. C. demands that Prime Minister 
Nehru make a quick trip to Kerala and 
“assume a resolute position” against the 
Communists who, according to the Bis- 
hop, are “terrorizing” the Roman Catho- 
lics. He has not yet ventured to suggest 
that His Excellency should come into 
Kerala wearing a blue coat or carrying 
a black flag. 


BAPTISM DISCUSSED 


At the recent conference at Evanston, 
Ill., on “Faith and Order” under the 
auspices of the World Council of 
Churches, the U. S. Conference for the 
World Council, the National Council of 
Churches and the Canadian Council of 
Churches, some very interesting reports 
were issued. Sitting around the tables 
were 300 delegates representing Church 
of England, various Lutheran bodies, 
and many other branches of American 
and European Protestantism. Two com- 





RED CHINA 





Dilemma for the Vatican 


Curiosity about Communist China is 
piqued by a quarrel between Italian of- 
ficials of the Roman Catholic Church 
and some of its Chinese bishops, priests 
and laymen. That Church has never ac- 
cepted the principle of local autonomy. 
In July there were rumors that a patri- 
otic association of Chinese Roman Cath- 
olics, comparable to the associations 
formed by Protestants, Buddhists, Mos- 
lems and Taoists, would soon be set up. 
Promptly the Vatican warned its adher- 
ents in China against such a move. Nev- 
ertheless in early August, 241 “clerical 
and lay” Chinese Catholics, claiming to 
represent 3,000,000 more, assembled at 
Peiping. They actually established the 
forbidden organization. They affirmed 
their intention to obey the Vatican in 
matters of dogma and morals but de- 
clared an end to political and economic 
tics. 


American Roman Catholic represent- 
atives at Hong Kong insist that Chinese 
Roman Catholics will remain firm in 
their acceptance of papal authority. 
They do not explain the presence on 
the Association’s executive committee 
of the Bishops of Nanchung, Sienhsien 
and Chinsi. The Bishop of Sienhsien at 
first spoke against formation of the as- 
sociation because it would “kill the soul 
of the Church.” But he seems eventually 
to have gone along with the majority. 


Since then, the Vatican has again 
broadcast in 22 languages a declaration 
that it is heresy to support “national” 
churches. The broadcast did not directly 
mention the Chinese Association but the 
official Roman Catholic press in Amer- 
ica reports that it was “obviously aimed” 
at it. There is no indication that the 
leaders are to be excommunicated. 


Another mystery concerns Archbishop 
Ignatius Pi-shu-shih of Mukden. Ac- 
cording to official Roman Catholic 
sources, he was murdered by Commun- 
ists in 1951. In 1952, he was officially 
listed as a Roman Catholic martyr. Now 
he turns up, with the other bishops 
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mentioned, leading the “schismatic” as- 
sociation. An early assignment for a 
good American reporter in China should 
be to interview His Grace the Arch- 
bishop of Mukden so that it may be 
made clear whether Rome should can- 
onize him as a martyr or condemn him 
as a heretic. 


Chinese Roman Catholics want to 
reconcile their political allegiance to 
China with their religious allegiance to 
the Pope. This will probably be impos- 
sible. There is a wide drea of politics 
in which both their country and their 
church claim allegiance. If they choose 
one, they must relinquish the other. 
They will probably cease being Roman 
Catholics. 


The Italians have a firm basis in Ro- 
man Catholic dogma for their insistence 
on centralism. The very essence of their 
religion, its “universality,” consists in 
the absolute subjection of each branch, 
bishop, priest and member of the 
church to the will of the pontiff at Rome. 

To kill this absolutism would be, as 
the Bishop of Sienhsien remarked, to 
kill the “soul” of the church as now 
constituted. It appears that the “soul” 
of the church is going to be killed in 
China at least temporarily. Roman 
Catholics in Rome and Washington 
seem reconciled to it. 

God’s Underground in Asia, written 
recently by Gretta Palmer with the “en- 
couragement” of Bishop Fulton J. 
Sheen, says that “by any standards of 
‘common sense’ the Chinese missions are 
closed for a generation.” The mission- 
aries, says this author, “will return when 
China has been set free.” Presumably 
this means that they will return when 
(and if) the armies of Chiang Kai Shek 
reconquer the mainland. Edward J. 
Galvin, former Bishop of Hanyang says 
that “whenever we return—we of an 
alien race—we will find a mighty wel- 
come in the hearts of the Chinese peo- 
ple. They know we will return. We al- 
ways do.”

“Please forgive me,” begins a letter 
from a young girl in Greece, “for writ- 
ing this letter. It is my long illness and 
desperate condition that force me to do 
it. I have been sick since 1953 and God 
only knows when or whether I shall get 
out of here.

They died of hun- 
ger during the Second World War. After 
the war, I went to work as a maid ser- 
vant, but my mistress was very cruel to 
me. Because I was too young and weak 
to do all she expected from me, she beat 
me hard and tseated me badly, until 
one day I came down with a high fever. 
After a few days she took me to a doctor 
and was told that I had tuberculosis. 
When we came home she locked me in 
a room until she could prepare papers 
for my admission to a sanitarium. Since 
then she has never come to see me, never 
sent me a letter. 


“I feel so very sad and lonely. I feel 
as if the whole world has forsaken me. 
Many times I sink into despair and feel 
that death would be the best solution 
for me—but is that right? My dear Chris- 
tian friends, if there is anything you can 
do for a lonely, sick and brokenhearted 
girl, please answer me soon. Yours re- 
spectfully, CORINA KANTARCLI.” 


Is that right, that death would be the 
best solution for Corina? Surely we as 
Christians cannot give her that answer. 
Out of love of Christ and love of our 
neighbor, we ought to open our hearts 
and hands to this poor girl and let her 
know that in the mercy of God she is not 
forsaken. She needs medicine, nourishing 
food, warm clothing, and a Bible to 
bring her to the One who is the Friend 
of the weak and helpless. Whatever you 
do for Corina and others like her, you 
will be doing as unto Him. You may 
help her through the American Mission 
to Greeks, Inc., Rev. Spiros Zodhiates, 
General Secretary, Dept. E, P.O. Box 
423, New York 36, N. Y. (In Canada: 90 
Duplex Ave., Toronto 7, Ont.)

1 am 81 years old. My wife, Mona, has had 
nine operations. Both of us are sick with 
rheumatism and heart disease. For two years 
| was bedridden and suffered excruciating 
pains. Last time when they dismissed me from 
the hospital, they told me, “You better go 
home and die, not in the hospital.” 

| used to receive a small pension, but it 
was stopped in 1950, when they deported us 
from Budapest without mercy or consideration. 
Then last March, all of a sudden, they started 
again to give me a small pension of 400 
gulden, the equivalent of a pair of shoes, or 
the rent of one unheated room: 

You may well ask, how do we live, eat, 
keep warm, or clothe ourselves? The answer 
is we are fed directly by the hand of our dear 
Lord. He cares for us and sends to us cloth- 
ing and shoes, and sometimes even a little 
money from unknown friends, His angels. 

When seven years ago we were deported 

into the country, we lived in a peasant’s hut. 
Our room was dark and dank, with a mud 
floor. For two years | lay helpless while my 
wife, who was sick herself, nursed me. She 
became so exhausted and sick that she looked 
like a skeleton. 
I could not eat or even swallow. My tongue 
cleaved to the roof of my mouth as there was 
no saliva. It was hard for me even to speak. 
| lost 66 pounds and became a helpless bundle 
of skin and bones. The doctor prescribed no 
medicine as none was available. The pain was 
unbearable and | could not sleep. 

Then one day when our situation seemed 
most desperate and hopeless, my wife and | 
joined hands together and prayed God for 
mercy. That night we fell asleep and slept 
through till morning. When | woke up | said 
to my wife, “Dear, we slept all night and now 
| feel no pain. But | am hungry. My tongue 
does not cleave to the roof of my mouth. 
Please can you give me something to eat.” 
Since that day the pain disappeared. | sleep 
well and eat when we have something to eat. 
| feel much stronger and can get around with 
the help of a stick in my hand. This is really 
a miracle. God is love, gracious of 
mercy. To Him be praise and glory, and thanks 
to our beloved brethren in Christ in the city 
of Philadelphia. We pray tnat the Lord’s bless- 
ing may be upon you and all those who help 
your noble work.

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mittees have been preparing reports 
ever since the World Council meeting. 

The reports point out that in general 
there are two main approaches to bap- 
tism. They explained that the “tradi- 
tional” view- stresses the action of God 
in the sacrament and therefore finds no 
difficulty in baptizing infants. The 
“Baptist” view stresses the acceptance of 
the candidate and therefore is more apt 
to insist on adult baptism. 

According to the studies, the mode of 
baptism, once a delicate subject, seems 
to be lessening in importance as a point 
of denominational contention; emphasis 
today is on the meaning of baptism 
rather than its form. 

At the same time, they said, the wide- 
spread acceptance of baptism in one 
church, by another church which may 
not accept as valid the other’s ministry 
or tradition, not only offers a basis for 
unity but raises serious problems. 

One group warned, “Unity in baptism 
will not be easy to come by.” 

“The path is surely not the one of 
trying to discover common forms and 
common practices,” it said, “but rather 
the deepening of insight on the part of 
every tradition into baptism and the 
getting back into the scriptural under- 
standings not only of baptism but of 
the church as the Body of Christ and 
the coming of God’s Spirit.” 


MORAVIANS CHANGE CREED 


Attempts by the former Nazi regime 
in Germany to eliminate the Old Testa- 
ment as part of the authoritative Scrip- 
tures of the Christian Church have re- 
sulted in a change in the Moravian 
Church’s statement of faith. 

Delegates to. the Church’s internation- 
al General Synod in Bethlehem, Pa., 
adopted a new statement specifying that 
both the Old and New Testaments are 
the sole source of its doctrine. 

Previously, the denomination’s state- 
ment of faith mentioned only “the Holy 
Scriptures” without reference to either 
the Old or New Testaments. 

The new statement declares that “the 
Holy Scriptures of both the Old and 
New Testaments are and abide the only 
source and rule of the faith, doctrine and 
life” of the Church. 

Dr. Heinz Renkewitz of Arnoldshain, 
Germany, chairman of the synod’s com- 
mittee on doctrine, submitted the state- 
ment to the delegates. He explained that 
the phrase “of both the Old and New 
Testaments” had been inserted because 
of attempts by the Nazi regime to elim- 
inate the Old Testament. 


ITALY GUARANTEES FREEDOM 


The National Association of Evangel- 
icals said in Washington it had been as- 
sured by the Italian government that a 
clause in the Italian constitution guar- 


anteeing freedom of religion and as- 
sembly will be enforced. 

The Rev. Clyde W. Taylor, NAE sec- 
retary of public affairs, said the assur- 
ance was given by Manlio Brosio, Italy’s 
ambassador to the United States. The 
promise, he said, was made by Mr. 
Brosio to Dr. Frank B. Gigliotti of 
Lemon Grove, Calif., vice-chairman of 
the NAE’s Commission of Evangelical 
Action. 

According to Mr. Taylor, the ambas- 
sador was instructed by the Italian gov- 
ernment to inform the NAE that a 
March, 1957, ruling of Italy’s new Con- 
stitutional Court, clarifying Article 19 
of the Italian constitution, will be con- 
sidered basic to the protection of free- 
dom of worship in Italy. 

Article 19 guarantees “the right to 
freely profess one’s religious faith, to 
propagate it and to exercise the worship 
thereof in private and in public, with 
the only restriction that there are not 
involved any rituals contrary to mor- 
als.” 


CHARGES BAPTIST PERSECUTION 


Latin countries, particularly Spain and 
Colombia, are still persecuting Baptists, 
the president of the Baptist World Al- 
liance said in Hamilton, Ont. 

Dr. Theodore F. Adams of Richmond, 
Va., addressed a meeting of the alliance’s 
executive committee attended by more 
than 100 Baptist leaders from over the 
world. 

He said that some Latin nations have 
made land ownership by Protestant con- 
gregations illegal. Baptists in Spain, he 
added, could be married only in a civil 
ceremony and converts from Catholicism 
are barred from matrimonial rites un- 
less they return to their Church. Dr. 
Adams also said that a church in Madrid 
had been boarded up merely because a 
non-Baptist attended a service there. 

Dr. Jakov Zhidkov of Moscow told the 
delegates that the Baptist denomination 
in Russia is gaining from 10,000 to 
15,000 members a year. He is president 
of the All-Soviet Council of Evangelical 
Christians (Baptists). 

He said that Russian Baptists reach 
children in three ways: by ministers be- 
ing -invited into homes, by teaching 
through parents, and by having children 
accompany parents to church. There are 
no Sunday schools in the Soviet Union. 


FINGER PHONOGRAPH 


The American Bible Society an- 
nounced in New York that it had pro- 
duced a small hand-turned phonograph 
called thé finger-phono to play recorded 
Scripture readings. 

It said the machine will bring the 
Scriptures to “many thousands of illiter- 
ates, underprivileged and _ neglected 
groups throughout the world.”

What It Actually Says, 
Not What It Might Mean 


INTERPRETING REVELATION. Merrill C. Ten- 
ney. Eerdmans. 220 pp. Index. $3.50.

In this work, Dr. Merrill C. Tenney, 
dean of the Wheaton (IIll.) College Grad- 
uate School, has gathered the materials 
of the last book of the Bible and has dis- 
played them in a very informative way. 
With these materials, his readers can 
build any kind of house they please. If 
they wish to build a_ post-millennial 
lean-to, or an a-millennial tent, or a 
post-tribulational shelter, or just to 
stand among the materials and look for 
the Rapture, the pleasure is all theirs. 
The purpose of the book is merely to 
help them to the material they select 
for their purpose. 

This work is helpful because Tenney, 
by means of graphs and charts, has given 
us the pattern of the Book of the Reve- 
lation. 

Tenney shows the relationship be- 
tween the Old and New Testaments 
forming the background for the Revela- 
tion, especially with regard to the titles 
of Deity, and Old Testament concepts 
which find their way into the Revela- 
tion. The author demonstrates how our 
Lord is the center of this prophetic ut- 
terance, seen in His relation to the 
church, to the cosmos, to final victory 
and the consummation of all things. 

Chapters 13 and 14 alone are worth 
the price of the book, since they deal 
with the various approaches to interpret- 
ing the prophecy. They present clearly 
and concisely the four-fold approach of 


the Pretorist, the Historicist, the Futur- 
ist, and the Idealist. 

Very objectively, Tenney presents the 
eschatological method of interpretation. 
He is fair to the post-millenarian, the 
a-millenarian and the pre-millenarian. 
His chapter on the symbolism of the 
Revelation is very helpful, and his eval- 
uation of the Revelation in the con- 
cluding chapter sets forth its historical 
significance, its predictive content, its 
theological teaching, and its application. 

The student of the Book of Revelation 
will be delighted with the fine bibliog- 
raphy which deals with the historical 
backgrounds, the Apocrypha, and gen- 
eral commentaries on the Book of Reve- 
lation. Special bibliographies deal with 
the Seven Churches, and a list of 17 
books deals with eschatology and the 
millennium. There is a good Subject In- 
dex, and an Index to the Scriptures. 

The value of Tenney’s book is that 
it acquaints the reader with what the 
text actually says. Separating fact from 
fancy, it should enable the reader to 
know why he takes the view he does con- 
cerning the Revelation, which on the 
surface may appear difficult to under- 
stand. Interpreting Revelation should 
have a large reading, and deserves to 
take its place with Dr. Tenney’s Studies 
on John, Galatians, Philippians and the 
New Testament, all of which have been 
unbiased, scholarly presentations.

Here is another good book by the 
author of The Burden Is Light, Discov- 
eries, Never a Dull Moment, and Early 
Will I Seek Thee. The “Pleasant Stones” 
are meditations on the Scriptures for 
every day in the year. For each two 
months of the year Miss Price has “Clear 
Stones,” “Red,” = “Blue,” “Purple,” 
“Green” and ‘Many-Colored” Stones. 

With her usual skill at cutting to the 
heart of things, she makes the reader 
examine himself, and not infrequently 
squirm under the examination. For ex- 
ample, “Have you not heard this again 
and again? ‘Oh, I did nothing! The Lord 
did it all!’ . . . It sounds humble enough, 
but it points directly to our own fancied 
piety of soul. . . . If we run ourselves 
down as Christians, we are not only run- 
ning down the redeemed of Jesus Christ, 
we are still pointing to ourselves! Chris- 
tians who are really off their own hands, 
can quite quietly receive a compliment 
and simply say, “Thank you,’ and go 
on... . They are about their Father's 
business, not their own.” 

Her comments on various verses are 
not only original and well written, they 
show a keen insight into the circum- 
stances which are the background of 
the verse. 

A Scripture index is appended—oh, 
that every Christian writer would follow 
this author’s excellent example! 

Share My Pleasant Stones will be an 
excellent Christmas gift or New Year's 
remembrance.

CROSS AND CRISIS IN JAPAN, by Charles

To Japan’s major problems of trade 
and over-population, a former mission- 
ary to Japan, Charles W. Iglehart, adds 
two more. Realizing that the evangeliza- 
tion of Japan is the answer to certain 
basic problems, Professor Iglehart points 
out the fact that the post-war missionary 
effort is fragmented. Since the reflection 
of the American Protestant scene is not 
understood by the Japanese, a new 
problem is created. 

The other problem is sociological. Dr. 
Iglehart .shows that Japanese worship, 
the Shinto-Buddhist-Confucian triangle, 
unites families, clans and entire villages. 
For a person to accept Christ is to be 
willing to leave father and mother. 

The book is well written, showing a 
keen insight into the problems. It would 
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make excellent parallel reading for .a 
missions course. I know of no other 
book which so completely summarizes 
the total effort for Christ in Japan. It is 
indexed, presents statistical tables and a 
reading list.

GHANA, THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF KWAME 
NKRUMAH. Nelson. 302 pp. $5.00.

‘Yo millions of African Negroes, 
Kwame inkrumah is the symbol of free- 
dom and national self-sufficiency. 

He is the Prime Minister of Ghana, 
sovereign siate within the British Com- 
monwealth since last March. Dr. Nkru- 
mah’s place in contemporary history 
looms large, for his infiuence extends 
across Africa, and the chancellories of 
furope and Asia are well aware of what 
his rise to power portends. ‘That is why 
this autobiography is significant. 

In simple language Dr. Nkrumah 
traces the important events in his life 
from his birth in 1909 in the Western 
Province of the Gold Coast through the 
years of his education in the United 
States and his “post graduate” experi- 
ences in London. 

To the editors of ETernity there is 
food for thought in recalling that Nkru- 
mah lived a scant three blocks from our 
offices while he was a struggling student 
in Philadelphia. Does this not underline 
the importance of presenting Christ to 
foreign students? 

In this case we may have missed our 
chance, for Dr. Nkrumah emphatically 
states, “I am a Christian and a Marxist.” 
Herein lies one of the important insights 
of the book. It is one more evidence that 
the rising nations of the Dark Continent 
probably will not follow the free enter- 
prise patterns of the West but will be- 
come socialistic—if not Communistic— 
states. 

This autobiography will jolt many 
who think our racial problem in the 
United States is a regional matter. One 
shudders inwardly as he reads that the 
Premier of Ghana has not forgotten the 
crude manners of a Southern bartender 
who directed him to a cuspidor when 
Nkrumah asked for a drink of water. 

If the new nations of Africa turn 
from our way of life to the false claims 
of Marxian Communism we may have 
only ourselves to blame.

Several years ago Ilion T. Jones, pro- 
fessor of Practical Theology at San Fran- 
cisco Presbyterian Seminary, prepared 
an excellent volume on Christian wor- 
ship. He has now focused his attention 
on Christian preaching. 

Its chief excellence is its practicality. 
Jones takes his readers through the 
whole process of sermon preparation in 
detail and shows them how to achieve 
maximum pulpit success. 

The writer’s two greatest defects are 
his over-emphasis upon strict adherence 
to homiletic mechanics which induces 
him to pass unfavorable judgment upon 
some masterful sermons of certain pul- 
pit giants, and his assumption that the 
minister preaches but once a week, an 
assumption around which his proposed 
time schedule revolves. Nevertheless, 
this is a priceless addition to any preach- 
er’s library worthy of diligent study and 
frequent reference.

Messianic Prophecy in the Old Testa- 
ment writes its own review. The chapter 
on Messianic prophecy in Isaiah says, 
“Someone suggested that ‘Messianic 
prophecy is all prophecy that refers, 
whether more or less distinctly, to the 
coming of Christ, to His work of salva- 
tion, and to the growth and consumma- 
tion of His kingdom.’” 


“Broadly viewed, therefore, the whole 
Old Testament is Messianic; as_ the 
whole history of Israel was but a prepa- 
ration for the incarnation. Israel’s his- 
tory has no significance except as a 
preparation for the coming of the Mes- 
siah. As a nation Israel resisted the Holy 
Spirit. Nevertheless that history was so 
shaped by divine patience that every 
portion of it was pedagogic and digest- 
ed to lead to the One who became ‘the 
desire of all nations’ and the ‘Hope of 
Israel.’ From Genesis to Malachi the 
single aim of the Old Testament was to 
impress upon the national mind the 
need and the nature of the Savior and 
the-certainty of His coming. Every brave 
leader like Joshua became a type of the 
great ‘Captain of our salvation’; every 
prophet a type of the “Teacher come 
from God’; every sufferer like Job or 
Jeremiah, a type of ‘the Man of Sor- 
rows,’ every victorious king, like David, 
a type of the ‘King of Glory.’ Whatever 
was sublime in pain or triumph was im- 
moftalized in literature only that it 
might be ready to interpret the life and 
ministry of Immanuel.”

CHRIST AND HIS CHURCH, by Anders Ny- 
gren.

Although brief, this book is most re- 
warding to the thoughtful . Christian 
who wants something more than the 
froth of many studies of the Church. 
Anders Nygren, Bishop of Lund, 
Sweden, has given a step-by-step study 
of the Old Testament pronouncements 
concerning the Messiah and His people 
and has demonstrated how clearly these 
were fulfilled in Christ and His Church. 

Chapter 3—“Realization in Christ”— 
a masterpiece of interpretation, shows 
how the pattern of the Old Testament 
is beautifully expanded in Christ, “He 
who comes.” A discussion of Jesus’ bap- 
tism, temptations, confession, predic- 
tions, agony, death and resurrection illus- 
trates the struggle against a false messi- 
anic concept. In the chapter on the unity 
of Christ and His Church, Bishop Ny- 
gren defends his thesis that “there is no 
Christ without the Church nor a Church 
without Christ,” since the Church is the 
Body of Christ, bound to Him. There 
is a further pursuit of the idea of unity 
in the author’s analysis of those things 
which threaten Christian unity. A final 
chapter on the ecumenical problem con- 
cludes the work.

Here are two meditations on the 
Twenty-Third Psalm. Both consist of 
devotional essays. The Pearl of Psalms 
stays close to the Psalm itself.

The most frequent criticism leveled 
against Protestants is that they do not 
“believe in” the Virgin. Arguments 
used by Roman Catholics do not betray 
any special theological concern for the 
Virgin. It is only that they cannot un- 
derstand what seems to be gross lack of 
respect, gratitude, and filial loyalty. 

To the average Latin Roman Catho- 
lic the Virgin is not primarily the his- 
torical personage who lived in Naza- 
reth, gave birth to Jesus Christ, and 
nurtured Him to manhood; the Virgin 
is the symbolic projection of a series of 
emotional attitudes formed within the 
very first years of a child’s life. This at- 
tachment to the Virgin is one of the 
deepest and earliest psychological ex- 
periences. 

This attachment comes largely with- 
out overt reasoning, although it may be 
formulated in memorized doctrines and 
expressed in overt acts of prayer. The 
fact that Virgin adoration is largely im- 
plicit within the cultural framework 
greatly increases its hold upon the per- 
son, for any rejection of the Virgin is 
tied up with rejection of mother, home, 
and family love. 

To a great extent, Protestant mission- 
aries in Latin America have failed to 
understand this. They have tried to em- 
ploy theological arguments against what 
they have denounced as “Mariolatry.” 

However, for the most part, Roman 
Catholics have been unmoved by such 
arguments. Why? Because they learned 
to believe in the Virgin not from theo- 
logical argument but because of family 
relationships. Though sometimes ad- 
mitting the validity of scriptural argu- 
ments, Roman Catholics are still emo- 
tionally unable to consider rejecting 
the Virgin. 

But if the break from the Virgin- 
symbol is so difficult, how can the five 
million Latin American Protestants be 
explained? 

There are some more or less overt 
“anthropological” reasons: 

1) Reaction to the church’s authori- 
tarianism; 

2) Special educational advantages of- 
fered by Protestant missions; 

3) Personal resentment against the be- 
havior of persons identified with the 
Roman church; 

4) A sense of frustration ending in a 
nonconformist defiance of the status 
quo and all it stands for. 

And there are probably other such 
reasons. 

But there is one reason which is far 
more important than any of these “trig- 
ger” causes. This is the substitution of 
the symbol of the victorious, living 
Christ for the defeated, dying one. 

The Bible itself communicates this 


new symbol more effectively than any- 
thing else. Time after time, Roman 
Catholics have commented when they 
read the Scriptures that they did not 
“realize that Christ lived.” They had 
thought of Him only as dying. The fact 
that His life was filled so full of service 
and identification of Himself with peo- 
ple and that, though He suffered, He 
rose from the dead and ascended to 
glory, seems to be an almost incompre- 
hensible revelation. 

Furthermore, in the Scriptures Ro- 
man Catholics discover that it was God 
who identified Himself with man in 
Christ (God is no longer screened off by 
the ever-present Virgin) and that it was 
Christ who identified Himself wholly 
with man. It is this identification of 
Christ with man (He was one like us) 
which finally reaches through to men 
and women. 

Roman Catholics are also surprised to 
learn that this Christ who lived also 
lives today and by His Spirit walks with 
men. Here is the fullness of fellowship 
and the certainty which always shrouds 
the well-meaning but sometimes thwart- 
ed efforts of the kindhearted Virgin- 
symbol. 

For the most part, individual Roman 
Catholics do not become Protestants 
overnight. In fact, during the process of 
learning about the living Christ, they 
often go back time and again to pray- 
ing to the Virgin, and in times of severe 
family crisis they feel an almost irresisti- 
ble urge to seek refuge in the prayers 
and candles to the Virgin. 

When they do make a final break 
(sometimes after a number of years), 
they do so only when the symbol (and 
the reality) of the Christ as living inter- 
cessor has been completely substituted 
for the earlier symbol of the interced- 
ing Mother as intercessor. 


Why Words Are Confusing 


Perhaps one of the most difficult 
tasks for the Protestant missionary in 
Latin America is to realize the nature 
and importance of symbols, whether 
verbal or visual. This does not mean 
that the Protestant does not possess a 
number of symbols; he does. But for the 
most part his symbols are primarily 
words and verbal descriptions of people 
and events. 

When the Protestant thinks of Saint 
Peter, a whole series of images immedi- 
ately comes to the surface: the denial at 
the trial, the three questions posed by 
Jesus after the Resurrection, Peter cut- 
ting the ear off Malchus, etc. 

For the average Roman Catholic in 
Latin America, Saint Peter means a 
statue in a particular church, a patron 
saint of a nearby town, a statue before 
which he prays in times of sickness in 
the family, a personage in heaven who 
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intercedes with Mary, who in turn goes 
to Christ. 

If a Roman Catholic happens to have 
read the Bible, he may have some men- 
tal images similar to those of the Prot- 
estant, but for the most part, even if the 
Protestant and the Catholic use the 
same words “Saint Peter,” they are very 
likely to be talking about entirely dif- 
ferent things. 

A number of Protestant symbols are 
words which stand for important be- 
liefs. These words symbolize important 
experiences in his life and doctrine 
which he believes are indispensible to 
faith: repentance, conversion, redemp- 
tion, blessing, Holy Spirit, justification, 
sanctification, the dying Savior, the 
blood, the cross, the open tomb, saints, 
confession, prayer, faith, hope, assur- 
ance, etc. 

For the Roman Catholic a number of 
these words are associated with specific 
objects (or images) which he can see or 
rites in which he overtly participates: 
the blood (the wine at communion or 
red paint on the crucifix), the dying 
Savior (the crucifix), the cross, saints 
(heavenly intercessors and images with- 
in the home and at church), prayers (it 
is not without interest that the Catholic 
“says prayers” or “recites,” but the 
Protestant ‘“‘prays’”’), faith (as a list of 
doctrines), confession (to the priest), 
etc. 

If a missionary is going to communi- 
cate effectively with the Roman Catho- 
lic, he must bridge the psychological 
gap which exists between the two systems 
by choosing words symbols which will 
help the Roman Catholic understand 
Protestant beliefs. Rather than use words 
which may carry little meaning, he needs 
to employ figures which will approxi- 
mate the degree of objective symboliza- 
tion which is so common to Roman 
Catholics. 

One of these symbols, and a very im- 
portant one in communicating with Ro- 
man Catholics, is that of the rent veil. 
By means of this symbol one can indi- 
cate the significance of the Mediator of 
the new relationship with God. 

The symbol of the convenant meal, 
consecrated by the death of the One who 
offered Himself, can help explain the 
biblical meaning of the communion. 

The symbol of the Risen Lord can 
help to transform the crucifix and give 
assurance that death is swallowed up in 
victory. 

One of the reasons for the spectacular 
success of the Pentecostal churches in 
Chile is in their rich use of verbal sym- 
bols. These symbols help to create for 
their people the vivid impressions of 
biblical events and characters, with 
whom the people in their dramatic 
times of united prayer and demonstra- 
tions identify themselves psychologically.

mosphere of Protestant churches of La- 
tin America some attempt should be 
made to find compensatory verbal sub- 
stitutes by which the symbolism becomes 
as meaningful as possible and the group 
fellowship as emotionally rewarding as 
the corresponding sense of beauty and 
pageantry in the Roman Catholic edi- 
fices and rites. 

For the missionary one of the most 
essential elements is adequate under- 
standing of the underlying factors in- 
fluencing behavior. Without this know- 
ledge we are sometimes immobilized not 
knowing what to say nor where to turn. 

Our understanding of the fundamen- 
tal concepts of Latin American life is 
still very rudimentary, but we must 
make every effort to understand and to 
appreciate the basic nature of any so- 
ciety, if we are to have any appreciable 
success in communicating to such people 
the full meaning of Christ as Savior and 
Lord.

The Bridegroom has a solution for 
them, too. 

“If she be a door (“swinging door” 
is implied), we will enclose her with 
boards of cedar.” 

Enclosing a door will make it stable 
and solid so that it can no longer swing 
to and fro, blown by “every wind of 
doctrine” (Eph. 4:14). 

But again the Bridegroom says “we,” 
and let the bride beware lest she hinder 
or undo His work, if the little sister 
frets or shrinks from such hedging in as 
He must do. Let her consider how such 
work is generally done: with nails! Per- 
haps the very ones that nailed Him to 
the cross? “If we suffer with Him we 
shall also reign with Him” (II Tim. 
2:12). 

We may be sure that the enclosing will 
not be done needlessly or cruelly. He 
has suffered it all first Himself, and 
He will never use one more nail than 
is necessary to enclose the door safely, 
so that it will never return to its old, 
willful, vacillating ways. 

One more reassuring thought lies in 
the Bridegroom’s promise, and it is the 
crown of them all. The boards that He 
will use are cedar, and cedar represents 
God’s faithfulness. 

Behold that precious little sister now! 
No longer wavering and unsteady in 
her walk, but enclosed, surrounded by 
the faithfulness of God. 

“Neither shall any man pluck them 
out of my hand. My Father, which gave 
them me, is greater than all; and no man 
is able to pluck them out of my Father's 
hand. I and my Father are one” (John 
10:28-30). 

These words are true and faithful.

If the pupils are stimulated to analyze 
their own problems and to search the 
Scriptures for the answers, they will be 
the active participants in the enterprise 
and they will cash in on the profits. 
Under our supervision they will help 
formulate their own purposes, make 
their own plans, they will get excited 
over their own discoveries, they will see 
new relationships and draw their own 
conclusions. ‘They are much more likely 
to act on discoveries that they have 
made themselves. What is there in hu- 
man nature that does not like to be 
told! But when a person himself gets an 
idea, he will move heaven and earth to 
carry it out. 

If pupils are studying the Word in 
terms of their own needs, they will not 
stop with historical facts, for they seek 
solutions to personal problems here and 
now. Historical facts point to the living 
Savior who is waiting to help us today. 
“Just how?” the pupils want to know. 
Then we guide them in finding what 
our Authority says. Bible study doesn’t 
conclude our lesson, however. If changes 
are to become a part of everyday exper- 
ience, they must be practiced. The truth 


must be put to work. It is not auto- 
matically assimilated into life. Practice 
must be included in our plans. So we 
will arrange opportunities for pupils to 
share their findings and their experi- 
ence, to cooperate in various kinds of 
projects, to serve their church and home 
and community. As the work gets done, 
the people will be edified. 

As changes begin to take place, first 
in us as teachers and then in our pupils, 
we will entirely revamp our “opening 
exercises,” which, if they don’t build 
negative attitudes, are often a sheer 
waste of time. We will do away with 
mechanical routine. We won’t sing just 
to be singing, because it has been tradi- 
tional in our church. We won't give out 
hymns that our classes cannot sing 
truthfully out of their own experience. 
We won’t expect them to sing or pray 
without adequate preparation of heart 
and mind. We will respect their intelli- 
gence by introducing sufficient variety to 
keep them alert and growing. 

Yes, we will see changes taking place 
in people’s lives because we have asked 
the Lord for changes and we are work- 
ing for changes. It may be difficult to 
jolt out of some of our old ruts, but 
once we start to move in the direction 
of spiritual life, we will pick up mo- 
mentum as we go. Lire begets LIFE.

tradition of such towering giants of the 
faith as Phillips Brooks, who wrote: 
“O holy Child of Bethlehem, 
Descend to us we pray; 
Cast out our sin, and enter in, 
Be born in us today. 
We hear the Christmas angels 
The great glad tidings tell, 
O come to us, abide with us, 
Our Lord Emmanuel.” 

Salvation by those who deny the In- 
carnation is necessarily by “gnosis” or 
knowledge, not by incorporation into 
Christ. Resurrection is merely a vague 
hope of immortality. Inspiration is 
purely a figment of the imagination. 
Certainly a God who could not become 
incarnate, as they say, could never put 
an idea into a man’s head that he did 
not get naturally. So He could not have 
inspired the Scriptures, nor have spoken 
of secret, future things by the mouths of 
His prophets, as the Bible represents 
Him to have done. 

Nor can Jesus Christ ever be really 
present in the Lord’s Supper. Histori- 
cally, in proportion as groups of Chris- 
tians have denied His presence there, 
they have come to deny His Incarnation 
in other aspects of their faith and prac- 
tice. 

What great importance the Incarna- 
tion is to every generation of Christians 
must be perfectly evident. 

But Baillie says that it is of special 
importance and value to our generation. 

He writes: “Why is it that such mala- 
dies as neurasthenia, ‘nervous break- 
down,’ are so common in our modern 
world? Is it entirely unconnected with 
the fact that there are now so many 
serious-minded people who have no be- 
lief in God, who are trying to have mor- 
ality without religion? 

“Because they have no God, they have 
no secret for dealing with their moral 
failures. They cannot lightly shake off 
the memory of them, because they are 
in earnest; yet they cannot really face 
the memory, because they know nothing 
of divine forgiveness; and so their mem- 
ory of failure, instead of becoming a 
wholesome sense of sin which can lead 
to forgiveness, is unconsciously repressed 
until it becomes a morbid complex, with 
paralyzing effects. 

“Their sorrow is ‘the sorrow of the 
world which worketh death.’ It needs to 
be turned into ‘the godly sorrow’ which 
‘worketh repentance unto salvation and 
bringeth no regret,’ because it leads to 
forgiveness (II Cor. 7:10). That is what 
brings liberation and renewal, some- 
times (psychiatrists tell us) to the body 
as well as to the mind and will. 

“As for the life of the Christian, it is 
a life in which those morbid ‘moral-fail- 
ure complexes’ need never develop, not 
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because he is never troubled about his 
sins, but because he continually uses the 
liberating secret, confessing his sins with 
sorrow every day, and receiving God's 
forgiveness and the grace of a new be- 
ginning. ‘If we say that we have no sin, 
we deceive ourselves, and the truth is 
not in us.’ We are using an ‘escape- 
mechanism’ and running away from 
reality. But ‘if we confess our sins, he 
is faithful and righteous to forgive us 
our sins, and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness’” (I John 1:8, 9). 

It is the Incarnation which gives us 
this Christian view of God. It is the In- 
carnation which gives us “that outcrop- 
ping of divine atonement in human his- 
tory which makes His mercy effectual 
for our salvation.” 

The great councils of Nicea and Chal- 
cedon fixed the form of the doctrine of 
the Incarnation, but every generation of 
Christians must re-think and re-discover 
the Incarnation for itself. In proportion 
as it does so, will be the ongoing In- 
carnation of Christ by the Holy Spirit 
in His people. So will be their spiritual 
power, their effectiveness in evangelism, 
their growth in holiness, their unity, 
their love. 

There is no greater problem facing 
Christian people today than the gaining 
of a fresh, full understanding of the 
meaning of the Incarnation and its im- 
plications—the miracle of Christmas.

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MEDITATIONS 


in the Book of Isaiah 





THE BURDEN (13:1) 


The first time we find this word in the Bible it is the 
burden that is carried by an ass (Ex. 23:5). But it also has 
to do with that which the voice lifts up. It is translated 
song (1 Chron. 15:22, 27), and Cheneniah is entitled “Mas- 
ter of the song” (the Hebrew word is the same). It is the 
prophecy which Lemuel’s mother taught him (Prov. 31:1). 
It is especially that which is uttered by God (2 Ki. 9:25). It 
is most often a grievous and threatening oracle but it is 
sometimes (Zech. 12:1; Mal. 1:1), a concern of love. The 
old Quakers were never worried, they said, but they often 
had “a concern” for those who were in spiritual need. Here, 
and for the next several chapters we shall find the oracles, 
the burdens, the dreadful and shocking calamities which 
are to fall on the various Gentile nations because of their 
sins, especially their sins against God’s people. 

Lord, give us a concern for the tasks Thou hast given us. 


BABYLON (13:1) 


If we had nothing but Genesis we would think that. this 
applied to the city by the Euphrates. If we had nothing but 
the Revelation we would think that it was the future climax 
of civilization which is to be destroyed at the return of the 
Lord. Taking into our view the whole of the Word of God, 
I believe that Babylon must be considered as the symbol of 
the whole world system, including the political world, the 
religious world and the commercial world. It represents all 
that has combined from among the sons of men to reject 
God’s ways and crucify His Messiah. The meaning of the 
word is “confusion,” for it was at the tower of Babel that 
the Lord confounded the tongues of men (Gen. 11:9). The 
burden, the oracle, the prophecy that now follows is God's 
outline of His judgments on the world that has put itself 
in opposition to Him. 

Lord, how sure are Thy judgments. 


WHICH ISAIAH THE SON OF AMOZ SAW (13:1) 


When a man is called of God he may hear and see terrible 
things. And while it is bad enough to have these things 
brought into a sensitive consciousness, it is even worse to 
have to face men with them and to set forth the truth that 
has been learned from God. This was what John meant 
when he said that the little book was sweet as honey in the 
mouth, but became bitter in the belly (Rev. 10:10). It is 
well to have the detailed announcement of divine judg- 
ments. Calvin has expressed it well: “When various changes 
are taking place, some think that God sports with the affairs

of men, and others, that everything is directed by the blind 
violence of fortune . . . very few are aware that these things 
are appointed and regulated by the purpose of God.” There 
is nothing that shall ever come to pass that is not fully with- 
in the plan of God’s providence. 

Lord, we thank Thee for Thy purposes. 


LIFT UP A BANNER UPON THE HIGH MOUNTAIN (13:2) 


I never want to pass this word banner without pointing 
out that it is the same Hebrew word that is used by God 
for His own name, Jehovah-nissi, ‘““The Lord my banner” 
(Ex. 17:15), and that is the word used for pole in the ac- 
count of the commandment that the Lord gave to Moses to 
put a brazen serpent upon a pole in the midst of the camp 
(Num. 21:8, 9), which Christ identified as His cross (Jn. 
3:14). The revisers translate our text, “On a bare hill raise 
a Signal.” May we not see that the judgments of God are 
planned from that other bare hill, far away, outside the city 
wall ( it was bare, not green), and that all judgment as well 
as all blessing flows from it. ‘It is difficult to convince men 
that the providence of God governs this world. Many say 
the words but few have it in the heart.’ It is all centered 
in Christ. 

Lord, we glory in Thee through Christ. 


LIFT UP THE VOICE . . . WAVE THE HAND .... (13:2) 


There is a primary vision of a signal being given for the 
Gentile nations to destroy historical Babylon and a second- 
ary vision of the ultimate destruction of the whole world 
system. The proof of this lies in the fact that the strongest 
prophecies of the destruction of Babylon which are record- 
ed in the Revelation were written centuries after the city 
by. the Euphrates had been destroyed. There is great irony 
here because the name of the city means confusion in He- 
brew but Bab-ilu means gate of God in Babylonian. There 

Tis derision in calling it gate of the nobles. It is the same 
* form of irony that caused God to change Bethel, house of 


* God, to Beth-aven, house of vanity (Hos. 4:15; 5:8); and it 
‘is the same thing that caused Him to change “My house, a 


house of prayer,” to “Your house, a den of thieves” (Matt. 
21:13). é 
Lord, we are dumb before Thee. 


| HAVE COMMANDED MY SANCTIFIED ONES (13:3) 


Isaiah was writing thousands of years before the final de- 
struction of the world-system and scores of years before the 
destruction of the Babylon of his day which had not then 
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even reached its peak. But this is not Isaiah writing, this is 
God. His sanctified (appointed) ones are the Medes and the 
Persians, just as the Greeks were His appointed ones to de- 
stroy these, and the Romans His sanctified ones to destroy 
the Greeks. The barbarian hordes were God’s forces raised 
to destroy the Roman Empire. The Anglo-Americans were 
God’s men to pull down Germany, and other nations will 
be God’s appointed ones for His future work. These all 
have been God’s mighty ones to work His wrath, and they 
are all proudly exulting ones as they come forth to victory. 
Let it burn in upon your consciousness—the Lord God Al- 
mighty is really running this world. 


Lord, run me. 


THE LORD OF HOSTS MUSTERETH THE HOST OF THE 
BATTLE (13:4) 


An advancing army is a terrible thing but it is even more 
terrible when we realize that God is in that army. No vic- 
tory can be won without Him. Men who have rushed on an 
enemy with javelins of fury have not realized that God was 
giving them their strength. Men who have lifted up their 
rifles have not realized that God was giving them aim. Men 
who have gunned their airplanes in at tree-top level to drop 


a bomb have not realized that God was taking them through . 


the flak to perform His will. Men who will release hydrogen 
bombs or trigger guided missiles from continent to continent 
will not realize that the Lord of Hosts is mustering the hosts 
to battle. Shall there be such evil in the city that the Lord 
hath not done it? (Amos 3:6). 

Lord, we thank Thee for Thy righteous dealings. 


THE LORD AND THE WEAPONS OF HIS INDIGNATION 
(13:5) 


He lets man do the discovering, but the weapons belong 
to the Lord. The fist. The rock. The club. The arrow. The 
lance. The catapult. Gunpowder. The rifle. The machine 
gun. The great artillery. The force of dynamite. The force of 
TNT. The force of uranium. The force of hydrogen. Blows 
delivered at the end of the arm. Blows delivered with the 
force of muscle. Blows delivered with the pull of a bow. 
Blows delivered with the force of explosives. Blows deliver- 
ed with the speed of human strength. Blows delivered with 
the speed of horses. Blows delivered with the speed of ex- 
plosives. Blows delivered with the speed of primitive air- 
planes. Blows delivered with speed faster than sound. Blows 
delivered with the speed of rockets. These are all the glory 
and triumph of man. These are the weapons of the indigna- 
tion of the Lord. 

Lord, we would melt if we were not in Christ. 


THE DAY OF THE LORD IS AT HAND (13:6) 


Beyond question the Holy Spirit has now leaped the cen- 
turies from the days of Isaiah and the Babylon that was 
about to come upon the horizon of his people to the Baby- 
Ion that God will style, “MYSTERY, BABYLON THE 
GREAT, THE MOTHER OF HARLOTS AND ABOMI- 
NATIONS OF THE EARTH” (Rev. 17:5). The day of the 
Lord is a time that is definitely marked by the Word of 
God. In fact, a very close study of the whole Bible will re- 
veal that the day of Jesus Christ (e.g. Phil. 1:6), the day of 
the Lord (Joel 2:11, 31 etc.) are definite and distinct times 
in which God will do definite and distinct works. The day 
of the Lord had its preparation fulfilment on the day of 
Pentecost (Acts 2:17, 18) and the Holy Spirit went on to 
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announce the signs of its ultimate fulfilment (v. 19, 20). In 
Isaiah God is describing some of it. 
, Lord, how long. 


ALL HANDS SHALL BE FAINT, ALL HEARTS SHALL MELT 


(13:7) 


This is the inwardness of man when he shall be brought 
face to face with the fact that fleeing is over and the tower- 
ing judgment of God is now going to fall, and to fall upon 
him. No courage is left. See them stand with hands hanging 
and with hearts melting. Their faces are as the fronts of 
empty houses. The rumbling roar of the invading army is 
a small sound compared with the roaring that is now crash- 
ing through their senses. There they are; the invader mov- 
ing and the invaded standing still. Neither force is aware 
that they are about to meet God, that He is, in fact, with 
the invader to strike and with the invaded to judge before 
He turns to judge the invader. If you dare to meet God 
other than in Christ your hands will hang and your heart 
will melt. 

Lord, we thank Thee that we are ensphered in Christ. 


AFRAID ... IN PAIN ... AMAZED. . . FACES 
FLAMING (13:8) 


Nothing on earth but labor pains can be found to de- 
scribe the pangs that shall come upon the earth. The an- 
cients knew of the terrors-that can seize men in the midst 
of battle or natural catastrophies and ascribed them to Pan, 
the god of the mountains and fields. They spoke of a Panic 
fear, and this has come down to us as panic. But a mere 
demon (for such were the ancient gods such as Pan) can do 
nothing but imitate the judgments of the true and living 
God. Each will look at his neighbor and seeing shall take 
greater fright from one another. Survivors of Hiroshima 
said that perhaps the most horrible factor of the whole ter- 
ror was the flaming faces caused by atomic burns. Those 
who do not learn the true and godly fear of the Lord shall 
come to know the fright, the terror of the Lord. 

Lord, we thank Thee for Thy perfect love which casts out fear. 


AND HE SHALL DESTROY THE SINNERS THEREOF OUT 
OF IT (13:9) 


Again the language brings us on into the future and 
shows us the time of the end of the age and the great and 
notable day of the Lord. Not merely the city of Babylon 
but the whole world-system is under the judgment of God 
and the language is most explicit. The whole earth shall 
know the rod of His cruel anger and all that has lifted itself 
against Him shall be destroyed. The Lord Jesus Himself 
gave this same teaching in His own explanation of the par- 
able of the tares. At the time of the end of the age He will 
send His messengers into the world to separate the wheat 
from the tares. “The Son of man will send His angels, and 
they will gather out of His kingdom all causes of sin and 
all evildoers” (Matt. 13:41 RSV). 

Lord, bring near Thy great salvation. 


THE STARS .. . THE SUN . . . THE MOON ... . (13:10) 


Calvin and many other commentators regret that so many 
people will not take to heart the judgments that came upon 
the city of Babylon. They admit that Isaiah prophesied of 
Babylon and that there was fulfilment within 100 years or 
so. But every complaint that they make can be turned 

(Continued on page 44) 
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against them because they do not see 
that the great and notable day of the 
Lord was not fulfilled when Darius the 
Mede diverted the course of the Eu- 
phrates so that his armies could enter 
Babylon in the dry bed of the river. 
This fulfilment is in the future. The 
signs in the Heavens are to be fulfilled. 
This is said again and again, and by our 
Lord Himself (Matt. 24:29). Those who 
seek to explain away the simple truth 
of the prophecies, or to apply them to 
Old Testament times, deny God’s Word, 
which said that “that day shall not come” 
except certain things first come to pass 
(II Thess. 2:3). Those who deny future 
fulfilment are prophesying against the 
Word of God, and we must say that they 
are false prophets. 


Lord, we thank Thee for Thine 
entrenched Word. 


1 WILL PUNISH THE WORLD FOR ITS EVIL 
(13:11) j 
This certainly did not take place 


when the city of Babylon was destroyed. 
To say that the Holy Spirit led Isaiah 
to exaggerate is, to me, monstrous. Yet 
Calvin dares say that “being by nature 
slow, or rather stupid, we would not be 
powerfully affected if the Lord spoke in 
plain terms about His judgments. . . . 
The prophets are accustomed to add to 
their threatenings extravagant modes of 
speaking.” One can understand that an 
infidel might speak thus of the Word of 
God but when men allow themselves to 
think of the Holy Spirit as willingly ex- 
aggerating they have thrust hard against 
the authority of the written Word. If 
God magnifies a temporal judgment be- 
yond the facts, how can we be assured 
that He does not exaggerate grace and 
eternal redemption? Where then is our 

solid ground of faith and peace? 
Lord, we thank Thee that the Holy 
Spirit does not lie. 


THE WICKED . . . THE PROUD .. . THE 
TYRANTS . . . (13:11) 
What comfort there is here for those 


who live in this world of oppression. We 
know of corruption, oppression, infamy, 
tyranny and all other forms of ungodli- 
ness. We see the parade of Caesars, Na- 
poleons, Hitlers and Stalins and rejoice 
to know that the plan of God is so defi- 
nite. The evil of such men and of all 
their pale imitators shall come to an 
utter end. There shall be a time when 
there is to be complete righteousness up- 
on this earth and the Lord has pledged 
Himself to bring it to pass. The wheat 
and the tares grow side by side today. 
Both are going to get ripe at harvest 
time. Both will be gathered. Both will 
have the fulfilment that goes with their 
nature. The wheat shall be gathered in- 
to the father’s barn. The tares shall be 
burned. This present passage speaks of 
the destruction of the evil. 
Lord, we thank Thee that Thou art 
the great Separator. 
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MEN MORE RARE THAN FINE GOLD (13:12) 
When atom bombs first exploded fic- 


tion writers began to describe a future 
earth in which the human race had been 
practically destroyed. One of them spoke 
of one lone man coming out of a deep 
cave to find a destroyed world. Of 
course, in the fulness of his wanderings 
he found a lone woman, and the pair 
began the human race all over again. 
Things are not going that far, but the 
destruction that God is going to send 
upon this earth is such that members of 
the human race will be few and far be- 
tween at the time of the final desola- 
tion. The righteous will have been re- 
moved before the tribulation; special 
provision will be made for God’s chosen 
ones during the time of the Antichrist. 
The remainder of the world will be 
dealt with in such fashion that few re- 
main for the end of the earthly judg- 
ment. 

Lord, how righteous Thou art. 


1 WILL SHAKE THE HEAVENS (13:13) 
How can Bible readers apply this 


locally when the Lord Jesus Christ quot- 
ed it as applying to the time of the end? 
“Immediately after the tribulation of 
those days the sun will be darkened, and 
the moon will not give its light, and the 
stars will fall from Heaven, and the 
powers of the Heavens will be shaken” 
(Matt. 24:29). Moreover, I am commit- 
ted to the idea that all this unbalance in 
nature is going to come out of man’s 
own discoveries and inventions: He will 
split enough atoms, pierce the strato- 
sphere and the outer spheres with 
enough rocket missiles to start things 
that he can neither control nor finish. 
I agree with Alford (under Matt. 24:29) 
when he says, “The darkening of the 
material lights of this world is used in 
prophecy as a type of the occurrence of 
trouble and danger in the fabric of hu- 
man societies. . . . But such prophecies 
are to be understood literally, and in- 
deed without such understanding would 
loose their truth and significance. The 
physical signs shall happen.” 

Lord, the world deserves it. 


THEY SHALL FLEE (13:14) 
Because they have not fled to Christ 


as all believers have done, the unregen- 
erate will attempt to continue their 
flight away from Him. Today men flee 
from God and the flight is so natural 
that men forget that they are fleeing 
from God. But in that day men shall 
flee, knowing that they are fleeing from 
God, and knowing that He is no longer 
pursuing them. In our day when men 
flee from God they seem to have, in the 
back of the mind, the knowledge that 
He is always pursuing them. But in the 
flight at the time of this day of judg- 
ment they flee, knowing that He no 
longer looks upon them in grace. Thus 
He is in the center and their flight is 


around Him as the dead moons revolve 
around a living star. But as God is more 
living than any star, so are those who 

flee more dead than any moon. 
Lord, we thank Thee that Christ has 
kept us from the Hell of fleeing. 


EVERY ONE. . . THEIR CHILDREN . . . THEIR 
HOUSES .. . THEIR WIVES .. . (15, 16) 
The fury of the destruction that shall 


come in the great and terrible day of the 
Lord is one that is indescribably cruel 
and full of wrath and fierce anger (v. 9). 
God who has forced restraint upon the 
world to keep men within the confines 
of His present plans will remove that 
restraint. Paul reminded the Thessalon- 
ians that he had taught them this while 
he was among them, and continues, 
“And you know what is restraining him 
now (the man of sin), so that he may be 
revealed in his time. For the mystery of 
lawlessness is already at work; only He 
(the Holy Spirit) who now restrains it 
will do so until He is out of the way 
(leaving the earth at the rapture in the 
sense that He came to it at Pentecost). 
And then the lawless one shall be re- 
vealed” (II Thess. 2:6-8). Then shall 
men act in demonic fury. 


Lord, we thank Thee for the restraining 
Spirit. 


i WILL STIR UP THE MEDES (13:17) 
In the past this nation acted as the 


stern executioners of God’s justice. They 
had suffered horribly from the Babylon- 
ians and they came, not for silver nor 
gold, but to right their own wrongs. 
They in turn were destroyed by Alex- 
ander, and so on down through the cen- 
turies. For every conqueror becomes an 


_ oppressor, and all the repressed rise to 


become conquerors in their turn. This 
shall and must continue until the Lord 
comes, whose right it is (Ezek. 21:27). 
But before the Lord comes there will be 
other powers from the North who exer- 
cise all the characteristics of these 
“Medes” and.the prophecy will be ulti- 
mately fulfilled in them. They can not 
be bought off for silver nor will they 
look on God. Their passionate fanati- 
cism will drive them through and then 
on to their own destruction. 


Lord, we thank Thee that Christ has 
all rights. 


THEIR EYE SHALL NOT SPARE CHILDREN (13:18) 
How different from Him who said, 


“Suffer the little children to come unto 
Me, and forbid them not: for of such is 
the kingdom of Heaven” (Mark 13:14). 
There have been those who have at- 
tempted to say that God is responsible 
for this cruelty because he has called 
these cruel monsters His “sanctified 
ones” (v. 3). But it must never be for- 
gotten that in all of these horrors there 
is nothing more in view than earth judg- 
ments. While the Lord permits men to 
act thus cruelly, there is nothing of eter- 
nity in these judgments. There is no 
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_ eternal separation from God for the lit- 
tle babes (v. 16), nor for these children. 
They all come under the shelter of the 
work of the Lord Jesus Christ who pro- 
vided for the Babylonian and Median 
babes as well as for those of Israel. 
Christ said, ““Take heed that ye despise 
not one of these little ones. . . . For the 
Son of man is come to save that which 
was lost” (Matt. 18:10, 11). 
Lord, we thank Thee for Thy 
loving eye. 


BABYLON SHALL BE AS SODOM AND 
GOMORRAH (13:19) 
We know from the story of Lot that 


these cities were in a lush and fertile 
plain. We know from what we see that 
in a single day they became a desert 


wilderness. Babylon, Isaiah announced, j; 


would be like this. The announcement 
was made years before the first of suc- 
cessive destructions of the city. But at 
last even the stones of the temples were 
removed to repair the walls of a canal 


and the city was left in a state even be- ; 


yond ruin. The prophet reminds us that 
it was God who overthrew Sodom and 
Gomorrah and thus that the great events 
of history do not occur by chance, nor 
do they proceed from the will of men. 
When “Jehovah rained on Sodom and 
Gomorrah brimstone and fire from Je- 
hovah out of Heaven” (Gen. 19:24), the 
targets were not struck by chance. So it 
was that God was to destroy Babylon. 
And He did. And He will. 


Lord, we thank Thee that Thine aim is 
always sure. 


IT SHALL NEVER BE INHABITED (13:20) 
There are several hundred thousand 


inscriptions and tablets from Babylon 
and we know more of its greatness than 
we do of some of the events in the early 
middle ages of the Christian era. There 
is nothing at Hillah today (the site of 
ancient Babylon). It is indeed an un- 
habited waste. The natives who live a 
few miles away are reluctant to accept 
money to guide a tourist to its borders 
and they hang back with no desire to 
penetrate the waste. If what is here said 
about Babylon had been written about 
Damascus men would long since have 
thrown away the Bible. Here is a great 
proof of fulfilled prophecy and of the 
inspiration of the Scriptures. And yet it 
is but the first primary fulfilment of a 
greater desolation that is to come. 


Lord, hurt so that Thou mayest 
forever heal. 


THE ZIM, OCHIM, BENOTH YAANAH, SEIRIM, 
IM, TANNIM (13:21, 22) : : 
Let’s face it: There is no scholar in 


the world, Hebrew, Christian or Gen- 
tile, that knows the meanings of these 
Hebrew words. They are creatures to 
whom the translators have attempted to 
give various animal names, but there is 
nothing that satisfies. The best that I 
have seen is Jennings’ identification of 
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these names with various forms of dem- 
on creatures: Ziim the desert dweller 
(cf. Matt. 12:43); Ochim, which includes 
the Hebrew word “Alas,” and identifies 
these as mournful ones with but one 
cry; Benoth Yaanah, literally, “daugh- 
ters of a doleful cry,” used in Micah “I 
will wail and howl, I will make mourn- 
ing as the benoth yaanah” (1:8); Seirim, 
perhaps the most interesting, translated 
satyr here, but devils in Lev. 17:7 and II 
Chron. 11:15, to whom evil sacrifices are 
offered; Jim, another word connected 
with a word of lamentation, similar to 
that of the demon in Mark 5, crying and 
, cutting himself with stones in the fear- 
, ful spirit-anguish of a spirit’s separation 
ifrom God; and Tannim, translated 
‘dragons in the KJV, identified in the 
: New Testament as one of the names of 
the Devil. God has divinely intended 
i the mystery that surrounds these names, 
; and it is thus that they speak of that 
‘ which is beyond human ken. 
Lord, we thank Thee that Thou knowest. 


‘HER TIME IS NEAR TO COME (13:22) 
; When the scoffers of the last days (II 


"Pet. 3:4) cry, “Where is the promise of 
‘his coming?” faith has the answer. We 
know that they scoff because God has so 
‘manifested His patience that He yet 
holds out His hands in grace to the flee- 
_ing world. Those who are not looking 
for the coming of the Lord Jesus Christ 
and the judgments that He brings are 
deliberately ignoring the facts of God 
(v. 5): Judgments have already come 
and although a day is with the Lord as 
a thousand years and a thousand years 
but a day (v. 8), the day of the Lord 
will come like a thief, and then the 
heavens will pass away with a loud noise 
(Hear it roaring in the souls of the 
judged!), and the elements will be dis- 
solved with fire, and the earth and the 
works that are upon it will be burned 
up (v. 10). 


Lord, we thank Thee for Thy promise 
that the time is near.
